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AROUSING A NATION’S HATE 

MR. CHAMBERLAIN’S INFLAM- 
MATORY SPEECHES. 

HE IS DENOUNCED AS A SLANDERER 
OF IRELAND AND THREATENED WITH 
DEATH—THE DEBATE ON COERCION. 

-Lonvon, April 14.—The language used by 
Mr. Chamberlain in speaking at meetings in Ayr 
has inflamed the Irish against him, and he has 
received numerous letters warning him that 
he will not leave Scotland alive. Speaking to 
an assemblage of 2,500 persons, Mr. Chamber- 
Jain said: “The opponents of the Crimes bill 
have made an outery against the repression of 
liberty. Liberty todo what? To cammit theft, 
te ruin industrious men, to outrage women ? 
[Hisses, mingled with cheers.] What are you 
hissing, the crime or the punishment?” 

Here a man, rising and menacing Mr, Cham- 
berlain, cried: “Itis not characteristic of the 
Irish to outrage women.” An attempt was 
made to turn the man out, but Mr. Chamberlain 
cried out: “Leave him alone.” Then he con- 
tinued: *‘Do you want instances of insults being 


offered to women?” ([Ories of “ ‘Outrage’ you 


said. You slander the Irish.”] “I did not 
mean the grossest outrage of all, but personal 
Violence and insults. {Hisses and cheers.) I re- 
ferred to cases like that of the Curtin family, 
where the lives of the widow and daughters of 
the murdered man were made intolerable; 
like that of the widow of another murdered 
men, Byers, who while accompanying the dead 

of her husband was jeered and hooted 
along the stréets.”” [Cries of ‘‘ Watch yourself,” 
hisses, and age coon disorder.} “I am relating 
facts to which even my opponents might listen 
in silence of horror and shame. 

“When I refer to assassinations, a man here 
says ‘ Take care of yourself.’ Has the time come 
when we dare not discuss political matters in 
this country without being threatened with 
assassination? [Great cheering.] This is the 
epirit of the parties in the conveationu in Chica- 
go. Iamsorry to know that they have any 
representatives in Scotland. [Cries of ‘ They 
are not ne eg oa § That convention, besides 
being attended by delegates honestly in sym- 
pathy with Ireland, had delegates of a ditfer- 
ent stamp—aposties of outrage and mur- 
der, who have — the outrage mongers 
of Englana. Mr. edmond, the delegate of the 
Irish Parliamentary party, explicitly declared 
before the convention that it was the aim of that 
party to effect the entire separation of Ireland 
rom England, and that their policy was to make 
the Government of Ireland by Evgland impossi- 
bie. This they seek to effect by the most im- 
moral conspiracy ever devised in a civilized land 
—by contending for liberty’to violate every law, 
human and divine. Do you think it infamous to 
restrain these men? ([Cheers.] Mr. Parnell 
threatened in the House of Commons, un‘jer the 
< + ae guise of a warning, that if the Coercion 
bil were passed there would be a_ re- 
newal of outrages, dynamite explosions, 
and attempts to assassinate our statesmen. This 
gtim suggestion may prove the death warrant 
ef some of us. [Cries fof ‘No!’ ‘Shame 7 
Well, what happens to individuals is not o 
much consequence; the danger is to the Com- 
monwealth. For the first time in Euglish his- 
tory our foes have sympathizers within our 
eacient fortress. Their plan of attack finds en- 
couragement from those who ought to be the 
strongest defenders of our citadel. This makes 
our task more arduous. But we will not shrink: 
we will not abate one jot, we will not yield to 
threats from whatever quarter they come, but 
we will endeavor to hand down unimpaired to 
our children the uuity, strength, and honor of 
the mighty empire our forefathers bequeathed 
us.”” 

Mr. Chamberlain's speech excites ail parties. 
The Unionists consider it a declaration of war to 
the knife with the Separatists. The Giadstonians 
charge Mr. Chamberlain witb slandering and 
villifying his former colleagues by the insinua- 
tion that they sympathize with the perpetrators 
of outrages in Ireland. It is asserted that during 
his tour through Scotland Mr. Chamberlain will 
be attended by a private guard. 

Mr. Chamberlain, replymg to a deputation at 
Ayr to-day, referred to the recent assertion made 
by Sir Wiltam-Vernon Harcourt that the differ- 
ences between the Liberais on the home rule 
juestion were not vital, but merely secondary. 

r. Chamberlain declared, thaton the contrary, 
these differences were fundamental. If they 
were only secondary, why, he asked, did not Mr. 
Giadstone and Sir William Vernon Harcourt 
meet the Liberal Unionists with concessions. 

Mr. Balfour, Chief Secretary for Ireland, inti- 
mated in the House of Commons this afternoon 
that no salary would be attached to the oftice of 
Under Secretary for Ireland made for Col. King- 
Harman. The Government were aware, Mr. 
Balfour said, when they appointed the incum- 
bent that the appointment would be attacked. 
They had taken the highest legal advice and had 
been informed that their action was legal. In 
addition to this, Mr. Balfour said, the new 
office did not involve, in its acceptance by 
a member of the House of Commons, the neces- 
sity of his resigning hisseat and recontesting it 
for re-election, because the office was not a place 
of or protitemolument under the Crown. Myr. 
Gladstone said the precedents required Col. 
King-Harman to vacate his seat and seek re- 
election. Mr. Gladstone said that when he rep- 
resented Oxford University he accepted for a 
short period a place in the Government without 
salary, and under legal advice vacated his seat 
and stood for re-election. 

Mr. John Redmond made a personal explana- 
tion with reference to his speech at the Chicago 
Convention. He said that Mr. Chamberlain, in 
his speech at Ayr, had represented him as say- 
ing that the Irish Party were not working for 
the removal of grievances, whereas, what he 
tid say was that they were not working solely 
for the purpose of removing the material 
grievances of tenants, but to obtain pulitical 
reforms also; and further, when he said that 
government of Ireland by England was impos- 
sible, his allusion was to the centralized bureau- 
cratic government of Dublin Castle. He be- 
lieved it possible that a settlement could be 
efiected honorable alike to England and to 
Ireland, such as was offered by Mr. Gladstone’s 
bill. [Cries of “ Hear, hear.”’] 

Sir Lyon Playfair resumed the debate on the 
Coercion bill. While admitting the difficulty in 
certain cases of procuring convictions in Ire 
land, he said that the facts were not so serious 
as the Governmentalleged. In England the per- 
ceatage of convictions was 77; 1n Ireland, 73. 
The paucity of detections in Ireland was due to 
two distinct causes. First, the Liish police were 
auarmed military body; they did not mix with 
the people, and were unfit for detective work. 
Second, Parliament had, by laws heretofore 
passed, so alienated the people that they 
regarded the law us their natural enemy. 
{Cries of “Hear, hear!) This bill would in- 
crease thatenmity. So arbitrary were the bill’s 
provisions that it would be impossible for ten- 
ants to combine to try to get rents reduced with- 
out becoming liable to arrest and imprisonment. 
In the past 100 years 136 coercion acts had met 
with unvarying failure. The Government ought 
to know that for obedience to the law tnere 
must be in the mindsof the governed a belief 
that the laws are based on right and justice. 
(Hear, hear!”’} The Irish people were con- 
vincea that there was neither right nor justice 
in the agrarian laws. Let the Government 
nk Ireland instititutions in accordance with 

rish sentiments, under which the law would be 
the law of their own country, and order and 
prosperity would succeed the prevailing disorder 
and distress. (Cheers. ] 

Sir George Otto Trevelyan, one of the Union- 
ist leaders, aud formeriy Chief Secretary for 
Ireland, has written a letter on the Coercion 
bill, which is tantamount to a manifesto against 
that measure. He says that really the bill is 
chiefly aimed at politicians and editors op- 
posed to the Goverument’s policy, and 
therefore that notorious partisans like Mr. 
Holmes, the present Attcrney-General of Ire- 
land, and Col. King-Harman, the newly ap- 
pointed Parliamentary Secretary for Ireland, are 
unfit to administer the law, if passed. * No true 
Liberal,” he says, ‘ought to intrust such powers 
to them. When Lord Spencer repeatedly refused 
to suppress the League nu word of remonstrance 
emanated from the Liberals. It is inconceiva- 
ble that a Liberal can now support a meas- 
ure empowering the Exe -utive to. treat 
Irish politicians as common criminals. In 
1883 3,000 Orangemen on one occasion 
disturbed @ National League meeting, their 
action leading tc bloodshed, and making 
necessary the calling out ef troops to preserve 
the peace, Coil. King-Harman and Mr. Holmes 

actively defended these unwarrantavle proveed- 
ings. There is not the slightest doubt trat in 
the evant of @ recurrence of such aetion 
the Orangemen would be liable, under 
the clauses ot the present bill, to 
punishment criminals. But the Gov- 

ernment has effectively provided against 

this contingency by proposing to enact that the 

House of Lords may veto a proclamation by the 

Lord Lieutenant. The full weight of this ter- 

Tible but one-sided measure is intended to fall, 
and will fall, upon the politicians of one party 

alone. The measure will be administered by 
those who, beyond all question, are actuated by 

the strongest Orange sympathies, and it is cal- 
culated to exasperate the people without serv- 
ing any useful purpose.” 

Mr. Parnell and Michael Davitt and a number 
of other prominent Irishmen are actively en- 
gaged in the work of promoting the organization 
of an Irish woolen manufacturing and exporting 
company with a capital of $500,000. Mr. Davitt, 
while in the United States recently, received 
many promises of assistance from American 
importers of woolens. A meeting of those in- 
terested in the initial formation of the company 
will be held in Dublin to-morrow. 

United Ireland, of Dublin, says that if Irish- 
men bad one chance in ten thousand they would 
Ccanefer the coercion debate from Parliament to

rishmen can only set their teeth and hold their 
tongues. The paper adds: “The idea remains 
simultaneously to summon the whole adult 
population of Ireland to make one grand historic 
protest against the Coercion bill. ut even the 
impressiveness of this would be destroyed by 
the misreporting of the English press.” 

The Most Rey. Patrick McAlister, D. D., Roman 
Catholic Bishop of Down and Connor; the Most 
Rey. Michael Flannery, D. D., Roman Catholic 
Bishop of Killaloe, and the priests of Castlebar 
and Ballinasioe, ireland, have published pro- 
tests against the passage of the Coercion bill. 

The Government has published a Biue Book 

iving a list of all the offenses punishable under 
the terms of the Whiteboy act. 

The statement from Rome that the Congrega- 
tion of the Holy Office had decided in favor of 
the recognition of the Knights of Labor in ac- 
cordance with Cardinal Gibbons’s report was 
contained in a special telegram to the London 
Daily Chronicle.

THE DISASTER NEAR DIEPPE. 
Lonpon, April 14.—Further particulars of 
the loss near Dieppe of the Newhaven and 
Dieppe packet Victoria show that the vessel 
struck the rocks amidships. The passengers im- 
mediately rushed to the stern, which, through a 
downward list of the bow, was buoyed up by 


deep water on that side of the rocks. A terrible 
scene ensued while endeavors were being made 
to float the lifeboats, which were seriously inter- 
fered with by the strong swell of the sea. At 
last, when a boat was pice to be lowered and 15 
men and women embarked in it, a lady’s shawl 
became entangled in a pulley of the stern 
davit and caused the boat to descend 
to the sea bow foremost. Most of the 
occupants were thrown out and drowned. The 
ladies jumped from the deck of the steamer into 
the boat after it reached the water and over- 
turned it. Other boats were then safely launched 
and succeeded in reaching Fecamp, rescuing on 
the way with boathooks two persons who had 
been swept out to sea. Mrs. Bram Stoker was 
saved, 

The Paris Figaro says a terrible responsibility 
rests upon the keepers of the Cape Ailly light- 
house, who only sounded the fog horn after 
hearing the crash made by the steamer as she 
atruck the rocks. The Captain of the Victoria 
maintained great coolness, and guaranteed the 
er of all on board if they would but obey his 
orders. 
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CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 
Vienna, April 14.—A commission of Bul- 
garian officers en route from Krupp’s ordnance 
works to Sofia, with a large quantity of war 
material, has arrived here. Austria has per- 
mitted the passage of the material through the 
empire. 


Paris, April 14.—The Temps says England 
has assured France that she has no intention of 
making any attack on Hayti. England, the 
Tempsadds, has reduced the indemnity dewanded 
of Hayti to $160,000, and the French Admiral 
who was ordered to proceed to Hayti with his 
force in order to protect Europeans has been 
ordered to leave Havtian waters. 


A NEW CATHUOLIC BISHOP. 


CONSECRATION OF THE RIGHT 
MATTHEW HARKINS. 


PROVIDENCE, R. I., April 14.—To-day the 
Right Rev. Matthew Harkins was consecrated 
Bishop of the Roman Catholic Diocese of. Provi- 
dence, which covers the entire territory of the 
State, the impressive ceremony being performed 
in the new cathedral, the building of which was 
left unfinished at the death of Bishop Hendrick- 
en in June last, who laid the foundation stone 
nearly 10 years ago. Bishop Harkins is of Irish 
parentage. He was born in Boston Novy. 17, 


1845, and his parents are still living. His 
mother was present at the ceremonies to-day. 
He attended the Brimmer and Quincy schovls, 
and then the Latin School in Boston, from which 
he was graduated with a Franklin medal in 
1862. The next scholastic year was spent in 
completing his classical education at Holycross 
College, Worcester, Mass. Deciding that 
he had a vocation for the priesthood, 
Bishop Fitzpatrick, then the Ordinary of 
the Boston Diocese, sent him to Europe to pur- 
sue his theological studies in the College of 
Douay, and at the Seminary of St. Sulpice, in 
Paris. Here he studied with the most eminent 
teachers and divines of the Catholic Church. In 
1869, after six years’ study, he was ordained, 
and left Paris for Rome for additional knowl- 
edge. On his return to America his appointment 
was as curate of the Church of the Inmaculate 
Conception, Salem, Mass. After six years’ labor 
at Salem he was appointed in 1877 to his first 
pastorate, St. Malachi’s Church, Arlington, his 
parish also inckuding Lexington and Belmont. 
Here he remained until April, 1884, when he 
was transterred to the large and more important 
parish ot St, James, Boston. From this church 
also Archbishop Williams and Bishop Healy 
were raised to sees, and Bishop Harkins is the 
fourth Bishop appointed from the Boston See in 
the Archdiocese of Boston. 

Bishop Harkins is a sound theologian, and was 
selected by Archbishop Williams as his theolo- 
gian at the recent Plenary Council of Baltimore, 
where he was appointed one of the notaries. 
His powers are most strongly felt as an organ- 
izer and administrator, qualities which he pos- 
sesses in an unusual degree and which won for 
him his appointment as Bishop. He is of med- 
ium height and strong and compact build. His 
forehead is high and his eyes beam with intelli- 
gence. He speaks with ease and fluency. 

Bishop Harkins will have charge of a diocese 
of 50,000 Catholics in Providence alone, 65 
churches, and 104 priests. The ceremonies to- 
day were conducted by a body of about 50 
clergymen, and besides these there were up- 
ward of 800 Catholic clergymen in attend- 
ance trom New-England and abroad. The chief 
officers were: Consecrating prelate and cele- 
brant of the mass, the Most Rev. J. J. Williams, 
Archbishop of Boston; senior assisting conse- 
crating Bishop, the Right Rev. P. T. O’Reilly, 
Bishop of Springfield; junior assisting consecrat- 
ing Bishop, the Right Rev. L. S. McMahon, 
Bishop of Hartford, and Bishop Healy, of Port- 
land, Me., delivered the consecration uddress. 
Many officials of the citv and State were present, 
including Mayor and Mrs. O’Brien, of Boston. 
The ceremony Was especially notable, as with 
the exception of the obsequies of the late Bishop 
Hendricken this was the first public ceremony 
in the cathedral, which has not yet been dedi- 
cated. This evening Bishop Harkins sang at 
vesper service in the cathedral and Bishop 
Bradley, of Manchester, N. H., preached.

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A BIG STRUGGLE AT HAND 


THE STOVE MOLDERS’ STRIKE 
FAST EXTENDING. 
THE MANUFACTURERS DETERMINED TO 
STICK TO THE ST. LOUIS FIRM AND 
THE MEN DEFIANT. 


DetroIt, Mich., April 14.—The big stove 
molders’ strike in St. Louis and Chicago is trav- 
eling East with rapid strides. It reached De- 
troit to-day. Devlin Assembly No. 3,954, Knights 
of Labor, is composed almost entirely of stove 
molders, and has a membership of over 
1,500. At a meeting held last even- 
ing over 900 members of the assembly 
were present. It was decided that the men 
would refuse to work on patterns brought to 
any of the Detroit works from any place where 
the strike is already on. Ifthe strike comes to 
Detroit it will be handled by the Knights of 
Labor. The stove manufacturers throughout 
the country have organized what they call a 
National Defense Association whereby or- 
ganized labor can be met with organ- 
ized capital and all the large manufac- 
tories, of which Detroit has three, belong to it. 
The Executive Committee of the association for 
the Sixth District, after a full discussion of the 
situation, resolved that the patterns of the 
Bridge & Beach Manufacturing Company should 
be distributed among the members of the asso- 
clation of the Fourth District and that the com- 
pany should be instructed to open their shops 
with such labor as they could get at board prices. 
Theterritory coverea by the controversy has 
rapidly extended, and the present outlook is that 


the whole country will be involved. Detroit is 
involved directiy im this struggle, and only an 
ee adjustment can avert a general 
strike. 

Edwin 8. Barbour, Secretary of the Detroit 
Stove Company, said this morning: ‘We have 
organized for mutual protection just as have the 
molders. One of the obligations we assume as 
members of the National Defense Association is 
to assist a fellow firm in a case like that pre- 
sented by the Bridge and Beach Manufacturing 
Company. If these patterns. are sent here we 
must furnish castings if we can secure labor to 
supply them. If not we will have no choice ex- 
cept to shut down the stove works. I am sorry 
for that, chiefly on account of the men, between 
whom and us I think the kindliest feeling exists.” 

The formal order was issued by the Executive 
Committee this afternoon to put the St. Louis 
patterns in the sand Monday in every city in the 
district where there is a stove works be- 
lone'as to the Defense Association. This 
will be sent by telegraph to-night. The 
General Committee also authorized the placing 
‘of St. Louis patterns in the Second District, 
which comprises the States of New-York, New- 
Jersey, Pennsylvania east of the Alleghanies, 
Marylana, and Virginia. This only carries out 
the original idea that the trouble must result in 
a national struggle. 

Local dealers in fstoves were consulted this 
afternoon as to the supply of stoves and the 
ability of manufacturers to stand a siege such 
as must follow in the event of astrike. They 
say that with the exception of a few and special 
styles the companies are in shape to meet a pro- 
longed contest, and that even should they fail 
in running non-union shops they could meet the 
demand of the market for months to come. 


Troy, N. Y., April 14.—An officer of the 
Molders’ Union of this city said to-day in refer- 
ence to the anticipated strike: “It looks as 
though there would be a strike all through the 
country. They have got the objectionable pat- 
terns as far as Pittsburg, and they will probably 
bring them to Troy sooner or later. If they do 
there will be a strike here, for Troy molders will 
never make those castings, It is a good thing 
for the men that the fight is coming in 
this way. The manufacturers are now 
making the greatest combination that has ever 
been made, and their efforts will not be against 
any particular locality, but the contest will be 
general and will extend all php an the country. 
The Molder’s Union and the Knights are together 
in opposing the present movement of the De- 
fense Association. When the battle is finished 
somebody will have won it. The questions at 
issue will have been settled one way or the 
other, but they will be settled. You can depend 


on that.” 

CLEVELAND, . Ohio, April 14.—Bridge, 
Beach & Co.’s patterns have arrivea from St. 
Louis and have been distributed among locat 
stove founders, who expect an order from the 
Defense Association to-morrow to give them to 
molders to work upon. Itis presumed the union 
molders will refuse to work and then the foun- 
dries will shut down, throwing several hundred 
men out of employment. 
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A BITTER MASONIO WAR. 


HIRAM LODGE’S REVOLT AGAINST THE 
CONNECTICUT GRAND LODGE. 


NEW-HAVEN, Conn., April 14.—Some time 
ago the Grand Lodge of Connecticut ordered 
Hiram Lodge, No. 1, of this city, the oldest Ma- 
sonic lodge in the State, to change from its 
ancient style of secret work, and adopt the 
so-called ‘new work.” This Hiram Lodge de- 
clined to do, and for so refusing its 
officers were deposed, and were summoned to 
appear at Hartford on April 20 to show cause 


why their charter should not be revoked, their 
funds torfelted, and all of their number ex- 
pelled from the order. The trouble has 
been brewing for some time, and the 
feeling between the two bodies is very 
bitter. Hiram Lodge refused to recognize the 
authority of the Grand Lodge, as her (Hiram’s) 
charter antedates that of the Grand Lodge by 
many years, and the matter culminated last 
night in a declaration of war against the Grand 
Lodge, which will be fought to the bitter end. 
At a special meeting of Hiram Lodge last night 
Hiram voted unanimously to contest the author- 
ity of the Grand Lodge and ordered a secret cir- 
cular transmitted to all the lodges in this State. 
The address says that the trouble with the 
Grand Lodge arosefrom its assumption of power 
to interfere with and change the ancient form of 
work in Hiram Lodge, a form of work promul- 
gated by pioneers of the order in America, hand- 
ed down from generation to generation and 
sanctioned by many years of use, not only in the 
blue lodge but in the Grand Lodge itself. 
The power thus assumed, Hiram Lodge declares, 
is unconstitutional, and on that ground it pro- 
poses to resist it. Hiram Lodge declines to con- 
sider herself amenable to either trial or puntsh- 
ment by the Grand Lodge for any offense alleged 
in this connection, and she calls upon sister 
lodges throughout the State to sustain her in 
her fight against the unwarrantable assumption 
of the Grand Lodge. ‘“ Against the rule of 
an oligarchy,” the circular says, ‘Hiram 
Lodge will ever protest, and it now in-

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- WHEAT BROKERS BXOITED. 


A REPORT WHICH CAUSED A SENSATION 
IN THE MARKET. 


CuicaGo, April 14.—The report to-day 
that a vessel had been chartered to bring a cargo 
of wheat from Milwaukee to this city and that 
the charter had been canceled on the ground 
that storage could not be obtained created a 
sensation in the wheat market. The threat- 
ened grain blockade seemed to have 
at last appeared and there was nothing to save 
the shorts from being squeezed in the corner. 
For several weeks there has been talk ofa corner 
in storage room. Most people laughed at the 
idea, but some were nevertheless afraid there 
might besomething init. It was figured up a 


few days ago that there was still room here for 
about 2,000,000 bushels. Yesterday this was 
denied and it was said that there was hardly 
room for 1,00,000. Then when be report came 
to-day that the cargo from Milwaukee could not 
be received there was a large-sized general howl 
and much manifest agitation. The quantity that 
is sold short here is estimated at anywhere from 
40,000,000 to 15,000,000 bushels. There is 
about 12,000,000 to 12,250,000 bushels of con- 
tract wheat ifi store already. It is estimated 
that a large part of the rest of the shortage, 
whatever it may be, is against wheat held 
at outside points, Duluth, for instance, is crowd- 
ed with wheat sold here for May delivery. The 
Minneapolis elevators are also full, and there is 
about 500,000 bushels at Joliet. The Milwau- 
kee woeat holders are naturally anxious to take 
their wheat out of store there and send it here, 
particularly when there is such a difference in 
the price at the two places as there is at present, 
which is double the cost of transportation. 

There is a mystery in all this that a good many 
people would like to get at the bottom of. The 
chief question asked is, Who is running the 
deal? Three or four weeks ago the assumption 
was that it was a big Californian speculator, 
operating through the Bank of Nevada, the 
orders coming through Field, Lindley & Co. and 
other local firms. Then it was learned that 
a clique of Cincinnati speculators connected 
with the Fidelity Bank in that city were buying 
largely here, and it was feared they were at the 
bottom or it, the more so as one of their number 
was notorious in the wheat deal of a few years 
ago that was operated partly through Preston 
and McHenry, of this city. Now the traders are 
all swearing it is PhilArmour. The fact that 
Armour is down East at present, and is appar- 
ently taking no notice of the market, makes 
them, they say, all the surer that he is the man. 

The present corner in pork—-when the price 
jumped from $14 to $21 before any one knew 
Armour was at the bottom of the business—de- 
veloped within two or three days of Mr. Ar- 
mour’s departure on his Southern trip. It has 
even been hinted by some of the crowd that 
Armour’s object in going to New-York is to put 
@ new issue of St. Paul stock on the mar- 
ket to raise money for this wheat deal, 
some of the boys thinking that he did 
not find it convenient to raise s0 
much money at home. Only a few people on 
’Change have the temerity tosay that there is 
any one but Armour behind the deal. Some say 
that Mackay, with his $350,000,000 capital, 
could knock Armour endwise, and that it might 
be found that Armour will be one of the worst 
squeezed men in the list, as they believe he is 
one of those who own largely outside and has 
sold short against it here for May delivery. 


MES. HOWHK A FUGITIVE, 


THE FUNDS OF HER ‘* WOMAN’S BANK” 
GONE WITH HER. 


Boston, April 14.—Mrs. Howe’s famous 
Woman’s Bank or Ladies’ Deposit is again 
brought into public notice, but the eminent 
financier who deludes poor women with her 
giamor of 8 per cent. interest per month has 
eluded a warrant issued for her arrest this 
morning and left for parts unknown. Itis said 
that Mrs. Howe disappeared on Saturday last, 
but the fact was not known until Miss Sophie 


Sanderson, of Augusta, Me., entered her com- 
plaint at Police Station No. 5. 

About a year and a half ago, shortly after her 
release from prison, Mrs. Howe resumed her 
banking business in elegantly furnished apart- 
ments on West Concord-street. Depositors were 
not v anting, despite the banker’s previous con- 
viction, but up to the present time no complaint 
had been entered against herat Police Head- 
quarters. Miss Sanderson was one of these de- 
peattors. and states that she deposited $79 with 
“irs. Howe last December upon the advice of a 
friend whe told her that Mrs. Howe’s scheme 
was a good thing to gointo. Mra. Howe ac- 
cepted the $79, agreeing to allowher $7 a 
month interest upon it for three months; thatis, 
she might call for it at the end of the 
three months and could then be_ given 
$100, which would be the $79 principal 
and $21 interest. Atthe end of three months, 
or in March. Miss Sanderson came to this city 
from Augusta, Me., and called upon Mrs. Howe 
to get her money. She was informed that Mrs, 
Howe was, and had been, sick, and that she 
could not attend to her just then, but thatif 
she would come ia April she would get the $100, 
with $21 more interest. Miss Sanderson was 
inclined to be suspicious, but she thought that 
she would wait a month and see what Mrs. 
Howe would say or do, so she came to Boston 
again yesterday, and last night ascended the 
marble steps of the Concord-street mansion, 

“Is Mrs. Howe in?” she asked the man who 
answered her ring. 

**No, she is not in,” was the reply. 

**When will she be in? I am one of the de- 
positors in her bank and must see her,” said the 
young lady. 

‘Mrs. Howe has skipped and has taken 
$50,000 with her,” said the man, and he shut 
the door as if it was unnecessary to say any- 
thing further, 

Miss Sanderson went to Capt. White with her 
story, and an officer was puton thecase. Mrs. 
Howe could not be found, nor could any clue to 
her present abode be obtained. It is correctly 
believed that the recent calls upon the resources 
of the Woman’s Bank had about drained its 
treasury, and that Mrs. Howe left to avoid an- 
other and more serious smash-up than that of 
1880. Itis not believed by the authorities that 
she carried with her anything like the amount 
stated—$#50,000. When Mrs. Howe reopened 
her business on West Concord-street she issued 
cards bearing, in addition to her name, this 
legend: ‘Regulation, $7 interest on $100 a 
month, three months in advance; office hours 
from 9to4 Mrs. Howe, Agent.”

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UNEXPECTED VERDICT 


WHITE GUILTY OF MURDER 
IN SECOND DEGREE. 

BY SOME INEXPLICABLE REASONING 
THE JURY IGNORE THE THEORY OF 
BOTH DEFENSE AND PROSECUTION, 

Otto White’s counsel said he did not kill 
Louisa Wolff and did not wound his stepmother. 
The prosecution claimed that he did both. One 
side trusted to an alibi and the other to disprov- 
ingit. Both sides admitted that it was murder 
in the first degree or innocence, The jury de- 
cided last night thatit was neither. They told 
the astonished Judge Van Brunt, presiding in 
the Court of Oyer and Terminer, that Otto White 
was guilty of murder in the secona degree. 

When court was opened upon the fourth 
day of the trial of Otto White for murder the 
prosecution had succeeded upon rebuttal in 
dealing the alibi claimed by the defense some 
heavy if not mortal blows, The testimony of the 
accused and of his relatives was flatly contra- 
dicted in vital particulars by three supposably 
disinterested witnesses. It therefore devolvea 
upon the defense to destroy the effect of this 
testimony, and produce further testimony in 
support of White’s story regarding his where- 
abouts between the hours of 7 and 9 on the even- 
ing of the tragedy. 

Mr. Howe called as his first witness John 
Powers, of 576 Second-avenue. He said he had 
known Octo for three or four years. Onthe night 
of Feb. 10 he saw Otto passing the southwest 
corner of Thirty-first-street and Second-ave- 
nue about 7:30 or 7:45. He fixed the time by 
the fact that his father came home and had tea 
about that time. Witness left the house between 


7:15 and 7:30 and went to the corner, arriving 
there in not to exceed 15 minutes. 

Robert A, Johnson, a clerk in an iron founder’s 
office, said that he knew Otto White, and met 
him at the southwest corner of Thirty-first- 
street and Second-avenue about 7:30 or 7:40 on 
the evening of Feb. 10. He bought two tickets 
for the Star Theatre for the next Saturday, and 
he walked there from Thirty-first-street and Sec- 
ond-avenue, arriving just after the crowd had 
entered the theatre. tto White came along 
while he and Powers were talking. He uttered 
some words and passed on. 

Hugh Markey, a carpenter, said he knew Otto 
White, and saw him on the night of Feb. 10. He 
was standing outside Vollmer’s saloon talking 
with Connors when he saw White go into the 
saloon about 7:30 or 7:45 o’clock. White came 
out soon and went down the avenue. Witness 
— home and heard the clock strike 8 shortly 
after. 

Then Edward Connor, of 575 Second-avenue, 
was called. He had resided in Vollmer’s house for 
11 years. He knew White; saw him atthe door of 
their house about 7:30 0’clock on the night of 
Feb. 10. Witness fixed the time by the fact that 
he had a meeting of the Phcenix Labor Club to 
attend. He arrived at the meeting about 8:10. 
He passed the Bureau of “ Charities and Corrup- 
tion,” at Eleventh-street and Third-ayenue, where 
there is an illuminated clock, at 8 o’clock. Otto 
said something about a girl and passed on down 
the avenue. 

Mr. Howe then called Mrs. Veith, who said 
that Klewen had nothing to do with the sale of 
her property. Whereupon the defense rested. 
The District Attorney toid the court that in 
view of the testimony adduced that morning he 
deemed it necessary to call another witness. 
After waiting some 10 or 15 minutes, however, 
he concluded to submit the case without further 
testimony. 

Mr. Howe addressed the jury in behalf of his 
client, making an able résumé of the evidence 
and skillfully emphasizing all the points of tes- 
timony favorable to the prisoner. When he 
closed court was adjourned for dinner. At 2:15 
the argument of the case for the prosecution 
was entered upon by Assistant District Attor- 
ney Fitzgerald. He spoke foranhour and three- 

uarters, vigorously assailing the alibijsystem of 

efense. 

At 4o’clock Judge Van Brunt began his charge 
to the jury. He defined the statutory degrees of 
the crime of murder. This case, however, as de- 
fendant’s counsel had admitted, was one either 
of murder in the first degree or acquittal. He 
sketched by dp ae om features of the testimony, 
and reminded the jury that while the testimony 
of the four young men who were on the stand 
that morning might be pertinent tothe establish- 
ing of the time when the prisoner was in Voll- 
mer’s saloon, it was not pertinent to the alibi as 
maintained by the Shattucks. He closed at 4:53 
o'clock, and the jury retired to their room. 

All through the speeches and the charge the 
prisoner sat like a statue of fear, stolidly and 
immovably staring into space. When the jury 
arose, however, his eyes rolled for one anxious 
instant without a motion of his head across the 

jury and back to their fixed position. Then 

‘nite first threw off his strained attitude and 
looked around the room. A few minutes after- 
ward his sweetheart went over and sat by him 
and engaged in conversation. None of those 
members of his family whose testimony made 
his acquittal possible were present in the court 
room. 

At 7 o’clock the Judge gave notice that he 
would order a recess until 10 o’clock and that 
the jury might be given their dinners. The pris- 
oner was conducted back to the Tombs. At 
10:52 Capt. Rickett and Court Officer 
Arnold entered wit the announcement 
that the jury had agreed. They hurried 
along after the prisoner and sent 
amessenger for Judge Van Brunt. Another 
period of waiting ensued, for the Judge did not 
put in an appearance until four minutes after 
midnight. The jury filed into their seats immedi- 
ately, and Clerk Walsh called the roll, all re- 
sponding to theirnames. Then, after the usual 
formula, Foreman Leighton said: **We find the 
defendant guilty of murder in the second degree.” 

White had been standing with his hands trem- 
blingly resting upon the table infront of him. 
With this announcement, which was uttered in 
clear and deliberate tones, his face first 
blanched, but before the end of the sentence was 
reached flushed again with apparent satistac- 
tion. Counselor Howe had an hour previous 

rophesied this result,and although he con- 
Recnedl the verdict as inconsistent to the utmost 
degree, he was satistied with the results of his 
labors. 

Judge Van Brunt curtly thanked the jurors 
and dismissed them for the rest of the term. 
The members of the jury had agreed in the jury 
room to maintain strict setrecy regarding the 
manner of their arrival at so strange a verdict, 
and none was found willing to disclose the rea- 
son for their compromise.

A CONFLICT OF AUTHORITY. 

ATLANTA, Ga., April 14.—There is a con- 
flict of jurisdiction between the State and Federal 
Courts in Georgia which is likely to assume con- 
siderable importance. Wiiliam G. Miller runs a 
distillery in De Kalb County, which he refused to 
close in obedience to the prohibition law. He 
was indicted therefore, before Judge Clark and 
was on trial when, by a writ of habeas corpus, 
he was taken from that court and the case trans- 
ferred to the Federal court. This caused Judge 
Clark to write a letter to Gov. Gordon in which 
he denounced the action of Judge Pardee as an 
infringement on the State’s sovereignty and 
asked that the State take measures to protect 
itself against such encroachments. He said: “ As 
T understand it, it is a sin against the very 
alphabet of the law to convert the writ of habeas 
corpus into a continuance for defeating a 
criminal trial.” The State will appear as a party 
to the case in Judge Pardee’s court and claim 

jurisdiction of the prisoner.

ABRAHAM LINCOLN’S — BODY. 


TAKEN FROM ITS HIDDEN GRAVE AND 
PLACED IN A NEW TOMB. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill, April 14.—The body of 
Abraham Lincoln was to-day removed from the 
spot where it has been secreted since an attempt 
was made in 1878 to steal it, and placed 
in a new tomb. Yhe spot from which it 
was taken has been known to nobody save 
Members of the Lincoln Guard of Honor, an 
association formed in 1878 to protect the 
body of the dead President. After the at- 
tempt to steal the body a tomb was excavated 


in the solid masonry directly under the obelisk, 
and there the bodies of Mr. and Mrs. Lincoln were 
placed. This morning the members of the Guard 
of Honor and the Lincoln Monument Associa- 
tion, including many men who knew Mr. Lin- 
coln personally, met in the hall of the monu- 
ment and there saw masons hew away the 
stones over the hidden grave. The two 
coffins were brought out and that of 
Mr. Lincoln opened. The body was found 
to be in a remarkable state of preservation and 
easily recognizable. The two cofiins were then 

laced in « new tomb sunk in the centre of the 

oor of the north hall. This tomb is lined 
with stone securely laid in cement. The 
masons immediately went to work and a 
low brick arch was sprung over the coffin. This 
was covered with hydraulic cement, and above 
this rubble and slag mingled with cement were 
filled in, bringing the surface of the tomb up to 
the floor. The stones of the floor were then re- 
placed and the work was ended. 

The guard of honor, and Stephenson’s Grand 
Army Post have furnished a military guard to be 
on duty at the tomb until such time 
as it shall be thought certain that the 
cement is perfectly hard and dry. After the 
cement is duly hardened and everything is pro- 
nounced secure, this special guard will be with- 
drawn and the monument and allit contains will 
be left in charge of the custodian appointed by 
the monument association. 
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A DERELICT GRAND JURY. 


IGNORING THE INDIANA-TALLY SHEET 
FORGERIES. 

INDIANAPOLIS, April 14.—There was quite 
ascenein the Criminal Court this afternoon. 
For some days there has been a rumor that the 
Grand Jury, which has been investigat- 
ing the tally-sheet forgeries, would not 
return any indicments, they standing 
three to three, the partisan division 
between Republicans and Democrats. Late this 
evening the jury came into the court, where- 
upon Judge Irwin addressed them to the effect 
that in looking over the bills they had reported 


he saw none against any person for 
the forgeries perpetrated upon the elec- 
tion returns last November, and upon 
which he had especially charged them. He 
said he had received a communication from 
three of their number, which was read. It 
proved to be a statement signed by the three 
Republicans, to the effect that the evidence sub- 
mitted to the jury as to the election 
crimes and to the persons who committed 
them had been direct and conclusive, and 
there was besides much cireumstantial evidence 
that supported the direct testimony, but 
there were three members of the jury who would 
not agree to return indictments. The three Re- 
publicans did not care to be subjected to public 
criticism for the failure of the jury, and so they 
reported the fact to the court, and asked to be 
discharged from further service, not wishing to 
continue with their associates in investigating 
minor offenses while such desperate crimes 
were unnoticed. 

The Judge appeared astounded at the letter 
and said he would have it filed and would give 
his decision at their next meeting. He said the 
conduct of the Grand Jury was unprecedented 
in the history of criminal law and raised 
some very grave qrestions upon which 
he must take time to deliberate. This 
incident caused great excitement in and about 
the court and upon the streets when known. 
What course the Judge will pursue is not 
known. It is said that one of the Democrats was 
the bondsman for the criminals when they were 
before the United States Commissioner. 


A BIG BOSTON ENTERPRISE. 


THE TUNNELING PLANS OF THE WEST 
END COMPANY MADE PUBLIC. 

Boston, April 14.—The West End Rail- 
way Company gave publicity to its schemes to- 
day, when a hearing was granted by the legis- 
lative Committee on Railways. A bill was pre- 
sented providing for the right to issue stock to 
the amount of $12,500,000, the right to tunnel 
under Boston Common or under Beacon Hill or 
both, aud also giving this company the right to 
absorb any and all roads doing business in Bos- 


ton. The Post gives details of the tunneling 
schemes of the West End Company, taken from 
the engineer’s plans. Of course the main object 
is to retain inviolate the sacred precincts 
of Boston Common. One plan proposes 
a route which shall dive under the Com- 
mon at the Park-street gate, proceeding a 
little to the right of the historic frog pond, and 
coming out on Beacon-street at the intersection 
of Spruce-street. The distance underground 
will be 1,640 feet. The mean diameter of the 
tunnel would be about lifeet. The average 
distance beneath the surface on the Common 
would be 6 feet. Still another plan avoids con- 
tact with the Common even underground by 
tunneling Beacon Hill, following the line of 
Mount Vernon-street trom Charles to Tremont 
street. This tunnel would pass directly under 
the buildings on Mount Vernon-street, beneath 
Boston University, Pemberton-square, and have 
an up-town entrance near Scollay-square. This 
tunnel would be 2,750 feet long, and would be 
constructed at a depth below the surface vary- 
ing from 3 to 59feet. There are other plans, 
put these are given the greatest consideration.

DISASTERS *AT SEA. 

Sr. Jonmn’s, Newfoundland, April 14.—A terrific 
gale raged along the west coast of this island all 
Tuesday and yesterday, causing serious loss of life 
and great destruction of property.

They were out in the 
gale and have not been heard trom since. 
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ATLANTA DRUGGISTS ARRESTED. 

ATLANTA, Ga., April 14.—The trouble over 
the enforcement of the prohibition law has resulted 
ina raid upon the drug stores. The law forbids these 
atores selling liqnor even on physicians’ prescrip- 
tions, but allows the sale of pure alcohol for scien- 
tific and mechanical purposes. Latterly the drug 
storea have been keeping the alcohol diluted so that 
customers drink it asa beverage. Several days ago 
the police received secret instructions to watch for 
such violators of the law, with the result of arrest- 
ing three prominent druggists to-day. Great inter- 
est centres in this war on the druggists.

THE BROOKLYN BILL PASSED 

IN THE SENATE. i 

AND THE CANTOR MEASURE KILLED m1 

THE ASSEMBLY—A SLIGHT LIF? FOR 
THE IVES POOL BILL, 

ALBany, April 14—Both honses 
ered to-day measutes allowing the licensing 
reputable places in New-York and Brooklyn 
where vocal or instrumental concerts are given, 
Senator Worth was the author of the measure 
discussed in the upper house and Assembiyman 
Cantorof the one that came upinthelower, The 
Worth bill is an amendment to the Brooklyn 
charter, giving the Excise Board discretion ta 
grant licenses for the sale of liquor in concert 
halls. It was amended by Senator Griswold se 
as to preclude all possibility of licenses being 
given to disreputable places or to places where 
women are employed as waiters, Senator Daly 
said he approved of the principle of the bill, but 
he could not see how Goy. Hill could sign it 
without stultifying his veto of the Crosby High 
License bill, for the bill applies only to Brook- 
lyn, The bill was passed by 17 to 11. 

Mr. Cantor was less fortunate with his bill. Tf 
was defeated on its final passage some days ago, 
and he exercised his prerogative of tabling it se 
as to make one more attempt. This attempt he 
made to-day. His bill gives the Mayor the dis- 
cretion to license concert halls, the same disere- 
tion which he now has in granting theatrical 
licenses. To this last point Mr. Cantor called 
special attention, saying that no Mayor of New-« 


York had for 25 years violated the law in dis« 
criminating between places that ought and 
otbers that ought not to be liceusea for theat 
rical entertainments. He exhibited petitions 
for his bill signed by 3,000 musicians and 4,000 
waiters of the city of New-York. Mr. Martin in- 
sisted that no such restrictions are impesed mn 
this class of public resorts in Syracuse, B ¢ 
or Rochester as are in force in New-York. Mr. 
Crosby astonished some of his Republican asso- 
ciates from the rural districts by the liberality 
of his views. He believed the bill ought to he 
passed, and that reputable places affording 
excellent instrumental or vocal music shonid be 
allowed to give the public entertainment. If 
for no other reason than that he would like ta 
have his curiosity gratified by learning agen | 
Governor would do with such a bill, he 

like to see it passed. 

Mr, Ainsworth, of Oswego, on the other hand, 
took strong ground against the bill. The Re- 
publican party, he said, had taken an admirable 
stand on measures involving the sale of liquor 
this Winter, andit should continue right on in 
its presest course. If it were necessary to pass 
the bill, then Re wanted it to be done by the 
votes of those who opposed high licen 
refused to aid in prohibiting the sale of liquor 
in the Capitol, and who declined gene to 
regulate the rum traffic. Mr. Ainsworth was 
mistaken in saying that the bill allows the sale 
of liquor on the Sabbath, and was corrected on 
that point by Mr. Cantor. 

The bill received 60 aftirmative votes, 5 leas 
than the requisite number, and 36 — 
votes, and was declared lost, Messrs. by 
and Smith were the only two Republican mem- 
bers from New-York who voted in the 
tive. Mr. Hamilton voted against it, and Mr. 
Henry had special business in another part of 
the Capitol when the roll was called, so that he 
was not recorded.

the department. There is no doubt that more 
than one rural legislator has thus provided for 
his friends. . 

The Ives Pool bill came -? for afew moments 
in the Assembly to-day. The reportof the Re- 
vision Committee referring the bill back to the 
Judiciary Committee for a construction of the 
er sectio ep ee re ivan ana is 
tioned, was calledup by Mr. Iv i 
to strike out the reference. He chsried ts 
by a vote of 66 to 32, and the bill will now be 
engrossed, and next week it will be ready for ite 
third reading. This favorable vote doea not 
necessarily indicate that 66 members will vote 
for the bill on its final passage, It seems to be 
conceded by its opponents that the chances 
now are in favor of its passage in the Assem A 
What the Senate will do should the bill reach if 
is purely problematical. 

The Railroad Commissioners have each sent to 
the Assembly Railroad Committee a report on 
the Shea bil), compelling the removal of the cen- 
tre bearing rails from the street car tracks of 
New-York ity. Commissioners Rogers and Ker- 
nan have evidently considered the question in 
its bearing upon the railroad companies and that 
portion of the public which uses vehicles. They 
both agree thatsome other form of rail, either 
the grooved or thetram rail, should be substi- 
tuted. Inno large cities except New-York and 
Brooklyn, have they been able to tind that the 
objectionable T rail is used. They doth re- 
port that the companies use this T rail, 
among other reasons, because its tend- 
ency is to keep vehicles off their tracks 
and thus lessen obstructions to traffic. Commis- 
sioner Kernan goes so faras to criticize its use 
as an imposition upon the pubic and an unlaw- 
ful intrusion upon their rights in the streets, 
The two Commissioners are agreed that, almosg 
any other form of rail is preferable, so tab as the 
interests are concerned of those who have te 
traverse the streets in vehicles. They differ 
upon the question of how rapidly the T rails 
should be superseded. Commissioner 
believes that 10 per cent. of the tracks should 
be reshod annually, until the present form of: 
rail has entirely disappeared, while Commis- 
sioner Kernan insists upon 20 per cent. 

Commissioner O’Donuell, apparently mindfal 
of the fact that Knights of Labor and truckmen 
have clamered for the removal of the present 
raiis, while car drivers and conductors have 
protested against any change, Las approached 
the consideration of this subject very cautious 
ly. The result is a straddle. Like the Goy- 
ernor, he shifts the responsibility, so far ag ia 
possible, by recommending the appointment of 
a commission to examine this whole subject and 
report to the next Legislature what form of rail 
ought to be employed generally upon the street 
railroads of the State. He would have the 
Mayors of New-York and Brooklyn, the Presi- 
dent of the Board of Aidermen of those two 
cities, their two Commissioners of Public Works, 
and the State Engineer and Surveyor compose 
the commission. The question very naturally 
arises, what are the Railroad Commissioners 
each drawing $8,000 salary annually for if 
their judgment cannot by accepted on such & 
little matter as this? Perhaps the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission acca kindly consent te 
help the commission out, 

Accompanying this trifling report is a letter 
written by Mayor Hewitt to the commission. 
Oddly enough, the iron firm in which heis in- 
terested devised the groved rails which were 
used on the first two street railroads in New- 
York City, the Sixth and the Eighth avenue 
lines. This was as long ago as 1851. When the 
companies desired another form of rails in after 
years his firm devised the T rail against 
which there is so much outery. The Mayor hag 
this to say in his letter about the latter rail: 
“This rail is the most unfit for the convenient 
use of vehicles of any rail ever devised. My 
connection with it was simply that of a mant- 
facturer and not asa public ofticer. If I bad 
been in the latter position I should never have 
allowed the rail to be used.” 

Mr. Cole's Railroad Committee, after consider- 
ing these reports, has reported a substitute for 
the Shea bill which requires all street surface 
railroads throughout the State annually, after 
June 1 next, to remove 15 per cent. of their 
centre bearing rails and substitute for them 
some other form of rail approved by the local 
authorities, This bill was made a special order 
for next Tuesday. 

Assemblyman Cantorintroduced an important 
billgepealing the Cantor act of last year relative 
to the sale of surface railroad franchises. The 
new bill provides that the percentage bid at @ 
sale shall be in addition to the percentage now 
provided by law. ie pax ’ 

It authorizes the Controller or other officer = 
ducting the sale, within 10 days after the consent of 
the local authorities has been obtained, to fix a date 
tor the sale of the franchise, aud provides that every 
bidder shall file with the officer conducting the sale 
a certified copy of the articles of association and an 
affidavit of the Board cf Trustees that they intend te 
bid in good faith and to coastruct and operate the 
road, and that they are not acting in col- 
lusion with any persen. or corporation to 
defeat the franchise. Every bidder shall, 
prior to the beginning vt the sale, de 
posit with the officer conducting the e 
certified check for #5,000 a mile as security an 
guarantee. Thechecks of unsuccessful bidders sh 
be returned immediately alter the sale, and the chec 
of the successful bidder, less expenses, shall be = 
turned upon the execution of a bond’ in the aes 
sum of $10,000 per wile. Itis also provided that +4 
extension of an existing route shali not be sold @ 
auction, but shall be given to the existing company 
npon the payment of the percentage of the gross - 
ceipts now fixed by law, and for a sum per eee 
be tixed by the Mayor and the chief fiiscal as t 
the city at not less than yey per mile for sing 
tracksmnd $4,000 per mile for double tracks.

The Dill of Superintendent of Prisons Baker 
appropriating $4,000 for the rebuilding of the 
burned laundry in Sing Singfisa law. Its pass- 
age through the Legislature was one of the 
quickest on record. It passed the Assembly 
yesterday afternoon, the Senate this morning, 
and the Governor this afternoon. Within 23 
hours after its introduction it was filed among 
the other laws in the Secretary of State’s office. 

Senator Sinall Bore Reilly this morning made 
@most conspicuous demonstration, not only of 
his incapacity as a Senator, but also of the ex- 
treme duitoutty with which he ean adjust him- 
seif to surroundings of which gentlemen are any 

rt. The relations between him and Senator 

assett have not been very cordial for some 
time. Mr. Fassett is gifted with a very quick 
and sharp tongue, which he exercises fre- 
quently, and from time to time Senator Reilly, 
Who poses as the special champion of the labor- 
ing man, has felt its sting. Indeed, Mr, Fassett 
has several times metaphorically taken Mr. 
Reilly by the coat collar and held him up, and 
turned him round for the inspection and amuse- 
mentof the Senate. It particularly rankles in 
Mr. Reilly’s breast that not long ago Mr. 
Fassett termed him, after an eloquent 
speech in support of labor, “the parrot 
un of the emocracy.” Mr. Reilly has 
nm waiting for his chance, and to-day 
without any apparent provocation he started 
out to geteven. His occasion was the debate on 
the State Grain Elevator bill, and he began by 
charging that it cost Senator Fassett $30,000 to 
get elected to his seat, while he (Reilly) had 
spent but $1,500. Then hy indirection he re- 
ferred to the fact that Mr. Fassett's wife is very 
rich, and that Mr. Fassett’s associations with 
rich people had made him friendly to all cor- 
ration projects and “against the people.” He 
timated that Mr. Fassett and the Republican 
Senators were playing a double game with the 
nomination of Mr. Fassett’s constituent, Editor 
Armstrong, for Railroad Commissioner, and he 
Wound up by intimating that Mr. Fassett’s 
weaith was the shield behind which he was pro- 
tected from the charge of improper motives, 
which are occasionally brought against other 
men. Asis usualafier the explosions of pieces 
of this small calibre it was accompanied with 
the diffusion of a large amount of foul gas, 
which caused even Mr. Reilly’s Democratic col- 
leagues to hold their noses. 


Mr. Fassett at once rose to a question of privi- 
lege. Had the knowledge of what had been said 
been contined to the Senate he would not have 
spoken, he declared. but it would be patiened 
broadcast by the press, and read by those who 
did not understand as well as did the Senate 
what weight shouid be given to remarks emanat- 
ing from this source. He denied broadly and 
emphatically the allegations which Mr. Reilly 
Sed gathered from the scum of the political cess- 
pool, and confessed himself humiliated by the 
tiith which had been poured on his defenseless 
shoulders. The charges were false, unmanly, 
and undignitied, and he repudiated them. Mr. 
Fassett syoke with great earnestness, and the 
Senate, which is not accustomed to the style of 
discussion which Mr. Reilly finds congenial to 
his taste, listened with sympathetic attention. 
When he had concluded nearly all the Senators 
crossed over to congratulate him on his defense 
of himself and of the dignity of the Senate. Mr, 
Reilly is spiked for the balance of the session. 


The occasion of the scene was Senator Smith’s 
endeavor to secure consideration of the bill ap- 
propriating $150,000 to run four, State grain ele- 
Yators in New-York and two in Buffalo. Senator 
MeMilian has been absent for a week, and as he 
is the chief opponent of the bill half a dozen 
Senators suggested the impropriety of acting 
until he should be present. The bill was finally 
laid over until next Tuesday. No one knows 
what has become of Mr. McMillan. He is Chair- 
man of the Republicat Caucus Committee, and 
the nominations for Railroad Commissioners 
cannot be considered until be returns. The 
Poughkeepsie Bridge bill, and now the State 
Grain Elevator bill, await his appearance. The 
suggestion was made to-day that the Senate ad- 
journ until the day cf his reappearance, but as 
there are several bills in Committee of the Whole 
and elsewhere which cannot be acted upon with- 
out his advice the suggestion was not adopted. 

The absence of Senator McMillan was also 
alleged as the reason for Senator Vedder post- 
poning action on his Graded Liquor Tax bill, 
which was the special order for to-day. At Mr. 
Vedder's request it was set over until Tuesday 
next. 

The Senate Judiciary Committee is about 
ready to acton the Field Code, but Mr. Mce- 
Millan's vote is necessery and heis not here to 
cast itin favor of a favorable report. The Sen- 
ator is, indeed, a much wanted man. There 
geems to be no longer any doubt about the Code 
being reported by the Judiciary Committee. 
Chairman Comstock, and Senators Smith, 
Knapp, and Kellogg are opposed to the Code. 
Its friends are Senators Nelson, Pierce, Parker, 
and McMillan. Senator Coggeshall, it is under- 
stood, has graciously come down off the fence 
and consented to allow the bill to be considered 
in open Senate. 

Senator Murphy’s bill, limiting to 10 hours in 
12 consecutive hours aday’s labor on the ele- 
vated aud surface roads of New York, was re- 
ported favorably in the Senate this morning. 

Mr. Finn’s bill, whicn repeals the law forbid- 
ding the catching of lobsters less than 10 inches 
long, passed the Senate this morning. Col. 
Murphy removed opposition to it by stating that 
Commissioner Eugens Blackford no longer op- 
posed the bill. Mr. Blackford was here a fort- 
night ago to protest against it. 

Mr. Hamulton’s bill, providing that the Brook- 
lyn Bridge Police can be removed only on writ- 
ten charges, also passed the Senate. 

The General Term of the Supreme Court is 
expected soon to render a decision as to the 
validity of the Broadway repeal legislation, 
which Judge Peckham decided as unconstitu- 
tional. It has been feared by Attorney-General 
O’Brien that if Judge Peckham's decisivun should 
be sustained the Broadway Road lawyers would 
set up the plea that the decision of the General 
Term was an interlocutory judgment, and thus 
present an appeal to the Court of Appeals, He 
secured the introduction of a bill through Judge 
Low to-day to obviate this difficulty. 

Senator Plunkitt’s High Bridge Park bill will 
be reported to-morrow. It now provides that 
half the expense shall be levied on the city, and 
the remaining half shall be equally divided 
are adjacent and indirectly benefited prop- 
erty.

organized to prevent his selection as the Demo- 
cratic candidate. The New-York Tribune, which 
evidently hopes to gain circulation and make 
converts to the Republican Party by cultivating 
opposition to the President for his veto of the 


pauper pension bill. has recently made an attempt 
to enlist as canvassers for it all the Grand 
Army postsin the country. On April 9 it sent 
to each post a type-written circular, requesting 
that at the next monthly meeting of each post 
addressed, or as soon as possible, a vote should 
be taken upon a list of questions, and the result 
of the vote transmitted to the Tribune, The cir- 
eular then went on to say, in atone as abjectly 
subservient to the pension agents’ demands, that 
the paper sending the questions “has always 
taken atrong groundin bebalf of the continued 
recognition of Union veterans in National and 
State legislation, in selections for office, and 
in pensions. The opponents of liberal pensions 
have lately created confusion as to the temper of 
the Union soldiers themselves in the matter of 
pensions. The Tribune wishes to obtain an au- 
thoritative expression from Union veterans, and 
intends to follow a condensed statement of the 
results of this vote with some suggestions of its 
own on the proper treatment by the National 
Legislature of the men who dared all, and often 
lost all,in the defense of the supremacy of the 
Constitution and the laws.” The following are 
the questions: 


“I. Does your post favor the passage of the Do- 
pendent Pensions bill? Sea copy of same herewith. 

“I. Does vour post favor a general pension bill 
to Union veterans? If so, about what per month? 

“TIL, Does your postapprove of the veto of the 
private pension bills granted by Congress in special 
cases in Which the applicants are able to show good 
cause, but are unable to comply with the rules now 
governing the Pension Office? 

“TV. What, if any, pension legislation does your 
post especially desire from Congress not referred to 
above? 

“V. How many worthy veterans do you know of 
in your county as now being supported by charity 
in the public poorhouse } 


“The exact vote, pro and con, is desired on ques- 
tions Nos. 1, 2, and 3. A reply is desired by about 
May 15, if practicable.” 

This circular was sent te Duquesne Post, of 
Pittsburg, Penn., amongothers, andin that poatit 
appearsto have been acted upon very promptly. 
One member of it tells that at the meeting of the 
»08t, held on Tuesday night, April 12, the circu- 
ar wasread, On motion it was laid on the 
table, with only one vote in the negative. The 
Adjutant of the post was directed to inform the 
Tribune of the action taken. This member 
thinks that this species of electionecring 
is contemptible, for there is no purpose in 
it of benefiting the soldier. The members 
of Duquesne Post believe themselves capable of 
doing their own thinking, for they have think- 
ing men in the body. They assume, however. 
that many well meaning men in other posts may 
be carried away and influenced to consent to the 
request madein the circular. The Grand Army 
man who thus expresses himself says that, as a 
rule,in Pittsburg there is but one sentiment 
among soldiers in regard to the President's veto, 
and that is one of approval of it. He thinks 
that the Jribune’s effort to aronse hostility 
against him can only result in adding to the 
President’s popularity and to increase rather 
than diminish the chances of his renomination 
and re-election.

Keifer, the man who, as Speaker of the House 
inthe Forty-eighth Congress, brought against 
an honorable correspondent a charge so infa- 
mous that even the Houss which chose him for 


Speaker would not support it, is possessed with 
an irrepressible desire to obtrude his odious pres- 
ence once more upon the public that has a lively 
sense of his unworthiness. The committees hav- 
ing charge of the preparations for unveiling the 
statue of Gen. Garfield by the Society of the 
Army of the Cumberland have failed in their 
efforts to induce the Monument Committee to 
withdraw Gen. Keifer upon the representations 
that the good of the society demanded it, and 
have at last taken radical means to suppress 
him by leaving no room for a memorial address 
in the official programme. A most respectful 
and friehdlty communication from the committee 
to Gen. Keifer himself has peen treated with 
contempt, and has remained unanswered. In 
this effort to protect the interests of the society 
the committee here, which bas acted with entire 
unanimity, bas had the support and active as- 
sistance of many of the most prominent officers 
of the society.. The correspondence was kept 
from the press, and every step taken was con- 
siderate of Gen. Keifer’s feelings and designed 
to spare him any public notice of the 
course which the committee felt in 
duty bound to pursue, looking to the 
interesta of the society. It was shown to 
him that the Monument Committee had acted, 


without authority in selecting an orator, as the’ 


society had conferred no such power upon them. 
The embarrassments which were sure to attend 
Gen. Kiefer’s appearance here were set forth in 
such a way a8 to make it appear to his own in- 
terest as well as to the imperative interest of the 
society that he should quietly withdraw. The 
opinion of some of the most prominent members 
of the society in various sections that he ought 
not toinsist upon appearing if he cared for the 
society were made known to him. It finally 
came out that only three members of the Monn- 
ment Committee would assume any responsi- 
bility for his selection. 

The only response to the quiet appeal was 
public announcement by some of his friends 
that he had been invited by the Society of the 
Army of the Cumberland to deliver a memorial 
address on Garfield, and that he had accepted. 
This was not true, but this action and subse- 
quent letters were construed here by officers of 
the society as a defiant announcement that bay- 
ing received aform of invitation he had accept- 
ed, and he and his friends would like to know 
what the society was going to ao aboutit. The 
correspondence then took a more serious turn. 
It was represented to Gen. Keifer’s friends that 
his invitation was wholly irregular; that his com 
ing here would practically prevent the raising of 
money among the citizens on account of his 
unpopularity and bring much odium on the 
society through the press, and that it was not 
right or decent or just to the society to place 
it in a false position of appearing to bring 
him forward or of honoring him. But all ap- 
peais to him and his friends have been in vain, 
and he and his handful of backers have de- 
cided to force him into the proceedings. As 
a matter of fact those in charge of the local 
arrangements haye been utterly unable thus 
far to raise any Money among citizens, as 
there is no desire here to help anything in which 
Keifer is an actor. 

Asa last means of squelching him those 
chargehave agreed upon a programme which 
not only shows that he is brought torward by 
the Monument Committee and notby the society, 
but which limits the entire time to be occupied 
by the Monument Committee and their orator, 
Keifer, to 20 minutes. As part of this time must

A YOUNG THIEF OAPTURED. 


STEALING GOODS FOR YEARS FROM HIS 
EMPLOYERS’ STORE. 

RocueEstTer, N. Y., April 14.—D. M. Gar- 
son & Co. are merchants doing a large retail 
business in the boot and shoe and ready-made 
clothing trades, and occupy alarge store on 
Main-street, a few doors from the Post Office en- 
trance. For some time past the firm has 
suspected that it was being systematical- 
ly robbed of goods. Marked goods were 


taken from time to time and _ detect- 
ives searched for the thief without effect. 
The burglar, however, was caught in the act 
early this morning. The Garsons for some 
time had a private detective watching the store. 
About midnight last night the watchman saw 
the curtains to one of the front doors of the 
store which an hour before had been raised 
drawn down, and his suspicions were at once 
aroused. He summoned two policemen and 
the janitors of that and an adjoining 
building to his assistance, and the build- 
ing was surrounded by them = and a 
close watch kept. It was two hours later 
when a policeman who was guarding the rear of 
the building saw aman emerge from a window 
of the store and let himself down upon the roof 
of alow building that ran along underneath. 
The man caught sight of the policeman and 
crouched behind an iron shutter. Just then 
Patrolman Wangman and Watchman Cooper 
eame up. The officers covered the burglar with 
their revolvers and asked him to come down. 
He thensstepped reluctantly from his hiding 
place and climbed down from the roo 
into the arms of Officers Wangman and 
Cooper. He was hurried around through 
Post Office arcade to the front entrance of the 
store and takenin. There he was made to point 
out the goods he had collected and was prepar- 
ing toremove when he was apprehended, It 
was found that he had picked out nearly $200 
worth of the finest quality of goods in the store, 
consisting of $100 worth of fine shoes and a 
large quantity of neck scarfs, collars, cuffs, 
sleeve buttons, scarf pins, and fine soft hats, 
smoking jackets, &c, 

The prisoner was then taken to Police Head- 
quarters, where he gave his name as Albert 
Schumacher, of 362 Alexander-street. Heis 18 
years of age and was employed as a clerk at 
Garson’s store, In conversation with a reporter 
he said: ‘“‘I did it all alone, and have been tak- 
ing goods from the store for the last two years. 
[have some of the goods up at my father’s house 
on Alexander-street. I sold some of them. 
My parents never thought I would steal 
anything. I don't know why I did it.” 
He had ventured to wear alittle of the cloth- 
ing, but by far the greater part of the arti- 
cles missed, and all of the marked goods, were 
found at his home, on Alexander-street. The 
boy comes of a good family. who: live in one 
of the most fashionable parts of the city, and he 
nad enjoyed the entire confidence of his employ- 
ers. Hemaintains that his parents knew nothing 
of his peculations. Butt the house was searched 
to-day. Stolen clothing of every description was 
found in the closets, and even hidaway between 
the studding and the plaster of the partitions. 

The young man’s method of operating was 
unique. When the store was locked up for the 
night he would secrete himself among the piles 
of goods or in the cellar and be lockedin. Then 
he would wait until late in the night, when there 
was no longer any danger of being disturbed by 
the entrance ofa member of the firm, when he 
could pursue his felonions operations at his leis- 
ure. He would go into the cellar and let himself 
out into an alley in the rear of the store.

RAILWAY MANAGEMENT. 


THE TIME TABLE CONVENTION. 

Business was rushed through at the Time 
Table Convention of the railroad men at the 
Hotel Brunswick yesterday, and when the ad- 
journment was reached the members felt proud 
that they had disposed of all the matters that 
came before them in two days. There was a 


large attendance, andthe questions settled were 
of great interest to railroad men all over the 
country. 

A committee on a code of telegraphic rules 
made its report, which was provisionally accept- 
ed. It favors what is known as the duplicate 
system of train orders, by which the conductors 
of two trains to meet at a certain point are sent 
duplicate messages. This has been the custom 
with most of the roads in this part of the coun- 
try for some time, and it will probably be uni- 
versally adopted. . The code of train rules pro- 
visionally adopted at last Octoher’s convention 
was tinally approved yesterday, and it was or- 
dered that the roads put it into effect at the 
earliest date practicable. These rules apply to 
cases where telegraphic communication with 
headquarters is cut off, and are designed to fa- 
cilitate the movement of trains under all cir- 
cumstances, 

Officers for the ensuing term were elected as 
follows: President—H. 8. Haines, General Man- 
ager of the Plant system of Southern railroads; 
First Vice-President—John M. Toucey, General 
Superintendent of the New-York Central and

ARMSTRONG SPOKE IN VAIN | 


THE MUTUAL FIRE WILL HAVE 
NO MORE OF HIM. 


' 


DEPOSED FROM THE SECRETARYSHIP, 


HE IS AT A LOSS TO SEE HOW THE | 
COMPANY CAN GO ON. 


The quarterly meeting of the Trustees of 
the Mutual Fire Insurance Company, held yes- 
terday afternoon at 155 Broadway, was 
disturbed by a decapitation. The victim | 
whose head was practically 


chopped off,| 
is none other than’ the redoubtablee P. | 
B. 


Armstrong, whose services as Secretary | 
the company have several times vainly tried to | 
dispense with. Twenty-four of the thirty-two | 
Trustees were at the execution. Sixteen of 
them sanctioned the proceeding, seven voted 


against it, and one, the victim, scorned to cast a 
ballot. 


The resolution declaring the office of Secretary 
vacant was offered by Trustee Browning, of 
Browning, King & Co. After it was read Secre- 
tary Armstrong took the floor and proceeded to 
speak a piece that was full of food for reflection. 

“Gentlemen,” said he, “no man is more 
willing than myself to concede your right to 
consider that resolution, but in justice I ask 


your unprejudiced attention while I present 
some facts which heretofore have not been 
clearly shown. It is proposed to cut off my 
official head for the reasons, as I believe, that [ 
had the ambition to aspire to the Presidency of 
the company, and because I deposited moneys 
ina bank toward which the President was not 
favorable. 

‘** As to the first offense, I believe I could fill 
the requirements of the position better than any 
other candidate. The practical _ underwriter 
should be at the head of Phis company. I think 
you will eventually be of the same opinion. At 
all events, the President should devote his 
entire time to the business. Within four 
months President Whitman called in a collateral 
loan of $130,000 which was earnjng 5 per cent. 
interest and deposited the same in bank where it 
earned only 219 per cent. The reason given for 
this unprofitable proceeding was that he could 
not afford to give the time necessary to make ex- 
changes in collaterals. I have heard that Presi- 
dent Whitman charges me with opposing the bill 
now before the Legislature. Let mesay that I 
ae neither directly nor indirectly opposed the 

ill. 

After declaring that he was opposed to the 
placing of the company in the category of a 
close corporation by reducing the number of 
Trustees, and stating that he favoreda clear 
definition of the voting power, Mr. Armstrong 
referred to a report thathe was engaged in 
other business. “Gentlemen,” said he, ‘since 
the inception of this company I bave devoted 
myself to its welfare with all energy and 
zeal. It is urged that I have made 
money enough out of the company 
to be practically independent of my salary. Since 
Nov. 15, 1880, [have devoted my entire time 
and attention to the company. My salary and 
compensation for that time has amounted to 
$27,716 66, or an average of $4,319 40 per an- 
num. If [Thad not had outside resources and 
taken the risk incident to purchasing scrip and 
scripjassignments, and made profitable imvest- 
ments, would [ have been more to-day than a 
genteel pauper? 

* The net profits of the company’s business for 
four years and ten months have in round figures 
amounted to $600,000; therefore you will see 
that my compensation has been less than 5 per 
cent. of its net profits. The premium receipts 
from the day business began amounted to 
$1,594,000, and, notwithstanding the fact that 
more than three-fourths of this business was 
brought in by my personal solicitation, my com- 
pensation has not amounted to 2% per cent, of 
the net premiums received.” 

The Secretary next told how he had asked last 
July for an increase of salary and how the 
Chairman of the Executive Committee had 
begged for time,.promising, if the company con- 
tinued to be successful until Jan. 1, to offer a 
resolution allowing a bonus of $2,500. ‘The 
company has been successful,” said Mr. Arm- 
strong, “but there has been no increase in 
salary and the bonus is like a shadow.” 
According to the Secretary, the company’s 
first President was at the office only at 
long intervals. During the  administra- 
tion of President Moen, the second 

residing officer of this phenomenal concern, he 
devoted about two hours a day three days per 
week to the company’s business, while the in- 
cumbent is in the office two hours tive days in 
the week. ‘* Under none of these administra- 
tions,” argued the Secretary, ‘‘has any money 
inured to the benefit of the company as the re- 
sult of shrewd investments, and as the whole 
profit of the business has been made directly 
from the business of fire ;nderwriting, I respect- 
fully ask you to which of the officers of the com- 
pany isthe credit due for the results attained ?”’ 

Mr. Armstrong prosectes to tell some inside 
history. ‘‘ Up to the time this company attained 
cash assets to the extent of a million dollars my 
authority to contract debts or engagements of 
the company,so faras related to sundry expenses, 
such as the outlay for furniture, fixtures, and 
appurtenances generally in such an office, had 
never been questioned. At the same 
time the percentage of expense to premi- 
um receipts had decreased from year 
to year. Upto that time the rules which I had 
established regarding the government of the 
company had been carried out to the most 
minute detail. At the end of the first year I 
established’a rule for sending out checks for 
dividends so as to reach the Post Office address 
of the payee on the day the dividend became 
due. This was vetoed by President Whitman in 
so far as related to outside checks which he 
would not permit to be mailed according to our 
previous custom, bis reason being that the 
payees would be satisfled later, Other vetoes 
followed until the authority of the Secretary to 
make the most trifling urchase was taken 
away. The President finally forbade the deposit 
of money in the Central National Bank, though 
the Executive Committee, by special resolution, 
had directed a deposit in that bank. 

‘* It was on this rock that the President and [I 
split. The Central National was the original 
bank of deposit of the company, and the officers 
and Directors of that bank stood godfathers for 
us at the time of our organization. It was the 
first bank to pay us 2 per cent, interest on our 
daily balances, and continued to pay it until an 
arrangement was entered into by all the national 
banks to eut down the rates to 11,9 per cent. 
After a timethe Mercantile National Bank in- 
creased our rate of interest to 2 per cent., and 
the Central Bank was asked to increase the rate, 
but refused at first. Finally, I succeeded in get- 
ting a special rate.” 

Secretury Armstrong then went back to the 
time he began canvassing for quhecripwens for 
the organization of the company in November, 
1880, and quoted a shower of statistics to show 
the remarkable success of his system of man- 
agement. The Trustees listened attentively to 
the speech of the man who says he has been fath- 
er, mother,and nurse to the insurance prodigy, 
but a majority remained like a party phalanx. 
It had been decided in caucus that Armstrong 
was to go and he went, 

Last night at his flat in the Hoffman Arms 
he felt very sore about his treatment. ‘It 
was done in cold blood,” said the modest Arm- 
strong, ‘‘and I might as well have pleaded 
with deaf and dumb men. I look for the in- 
surance press to raise a big row about 
this. I had an intimation of what was 
coming last Saturday, but didn’t see just 
how the company could spare the man 
who had earried the burden of responsibility. 
I expect the policy holders of the company to 
be very much dissatisfied. They looked upon 
me as a safeguard, and took large policies be- 
cause I was in charge. Cashier Mills is my suc- 
cessor, L understand, and he is a most estimable 
man. I don’t know what I shall do, but one 
thing is certain, never again will I start an in- 
surance company.”

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A BUSY DAY AT RAHWAY.

BUT THE VICTIM AND HER MURDERER 
ARE STILL UNKNOWN. 

It was a very busy day yesterday at the 
Rahway morgue, a number of people calling to 
identify the murdered girl. Those who could 
give anything approaching a description of the 
body lyingin the upper room of the building 
were admitted, but none of them were able to 
do more than the scores who had gone before 
them. ; 

Morris Mansfield, of 145 Suffolk-street, this 
city, tried to identify the dead girl as his sister 
Yetta, who was born 1n Russia 18 years ago and 
came to this country when she was 5 years old. 


| Yetta had black hair and bore the marks of 


vaccination, in 


both cases differing from 
the dead girl. 


Mrs. Brennan, of 512 Court- 
street, Brooklyn, tried to find her daugh- 
ter, Mary Brown. But Mary was the 
mother of three children, and so could not be 
the victim of the murderer. Lena Epling, 2 
stout young German girl, came to this country 
three years ago and four months ago disap- 
peared. Charles Geppart, of 144 Central-ave- 
nue, Brooklyn, Eastern District, tried to get 
some trace of her in Rahway and failed. Mrs. 
Conners, of 604 West Forty-fifth-street, this city, 
took a vain trip to New-Jersey in search of Mary 
Frober, who used to live in Caldwell, N. J. 

Undertaker Ryno received yesterday a letter 
from Mrs, Agnes Space, of Deckertown, N. J., 
asking for a description of the body. Some 
months ago ayoung woman sailed from Scot- 
land, intending to go at once to Mra. Space’s 
home, She has not been heard from since, Her 
description is very nearly that of the dead girl. 
She had a scar on her left leg, Mrs. Space wrote, 
which was caused by an accident while rea 
ing. There is a sear something like this 
on the body in the Rahway morgue, and 
a letter was sent Mrs. Space asking her to give 
its location as nearly as possible. Later a tele- 
gram fromthe lady and one from the editor of 
the Deckerstown Independent were received 
asking for particulars by wire. Such as could 
be given were sent at once. Mrs. Space failed 
to give the name of her missing friend. 

The inquest is set down for this morning at 9 
o'clock, but whether it will be held to-day was 
something nobody could be sure of last night. 


Troy, N. Y., April 14.—William Holle, a 
laborer, of this city, is afraid that the girl mur- 
dered at Rahway is his niece, Rosa Bade. Ho 
told the game to-day that Rosa cane to this 
country from Germany about three years ago, 
and that she had been for some time in the em- 
ploy of L. Rosenthal, of 210 Hanover-street, 
Baltimore. Her mother is still in Germany, 
and her father is mate of the steamer Rhine, 
which has been running in the vicinity of Balti- 
more, and he used to frequently visit his 
daughter. Recently his boat was sent off ona 
cruise and Rosa concluded to come to Troy and 
live with her aunt, the wife of Mr. Holle. In 
February Rosa wrote aletter to Mrs, Holle, stat- 
ing her intentions to come here about March 1, 
but without announcing what day she would 
leave Baltimore. Of late Mr. and Mrs, Holle 
have wondered why she did not arrive or write 
again informing them as tu the cause of delay. 

To dispel their fear that she was ill or had met 
with an accident, Mr. Holle induced John Eisen- 
berg, Superintendent of the Sunday school con- 
nected with St. Paul’s Evangelical German 
Church, to write to Mr. Rosenthal, of Baltimore, 
for information relative to Rosa. Mr. Eisen- 
berg received a reply that Rosa left Balti- 
more for Troy about March 15, by way of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad, That was the last 
Mr. Rosenthal had seen or heard of her, and he 
supposed Rosa had reached Troy all right. Mr. 
Holie said that when his wife learned of the 
Rahway case to-day she broke down in grief, 
weeping bitterly, declaring that the unknown 
dead girl was Rosa Bade. 

Rosa is about 18 years of age and well devel- 
oped. From the deseription of the dead girl 
and her clothing Mr. Holle and his wife fear 
that she is their niece. To reach Troy Rosa 
would have to pass through Rahway on the 
Pennsylvania Road, and may have been induced 
to get off at that place by some evil designing 
person. Itis the intention of Mr. Holle to have 
Mr. Rosenthal go to Rahway and endeavor to 
identify the remains.

up enthusiasm for the oppressed Ireland 
across the sea and for the good things that 
the triumph of Gladstone and Parnell were 
to accomplish, Upon the stage sat many 
well known citizens of Brooklyn. Among them 
were Alderman Theophilus Olena, Aastin E. 
Ford, ex-Mayor Howell, ex-Congressman “ Rich- 
elieu” Robinson, Bernard Callaghan, Col. E. L. 
Langsford, Register W. H. Murtha, Supervisor 
James D. Bell, John A. Quintard, School Com- 
missioner Fitzgibben, P. F. Kearny, Thomas 
Green, John Cunningham, T. J. Sullivan, Yhomas

Dr. Edward Malone, as State delegate to the 
Irish National League of America, called the 
meeting to order and introduced the Chairman 
of the evening, Mayor Daniel D, Whitney. Let- 
ters of regret were read from Gov. Hill, ex- 
Mayor Low, the Rev. Dr. Storrs, Gen. Slocum, 
Congressman 8. V, White, and Father Sylvester 
Malone. Mayor Whitney was received with ap- 
plause. He expressed the hope that the ex- 
pression of Brooklyn would be of value in in- 
tluencing England to give good laws to Ireland. 

“T might give as my reasons,” said the Rev. 
Dr. Charles H. Hall, “‘ why the Levite and priest 
passed by the poor man who fell among thieves 
on the road to Jericho, that he was done for 
already.” Ireland, he continued, wasin that con- 
dition. After centuries of suffering she only asked 
simple justice. She asked what Brooklyn asked 
of the lawmakers at Albany—to be left alone. 
Ireland had been the carcass where the English 
eagles had gathered. ‘‘We are here to-night.” 
said the Episcopal Rector, ‘‘to hold a mirror 
to England’s face to let her see the ugliness of 
her own affairs.” Dr. Hall thought the argu- 
ment in England might be that Irish home rule 
would result in Catholic oppression. ‘Let 
them try it,’ he cried. “If it is just, let 
justice reign, and our heavenly Father will 
take care of the sky.” 

Joshua M. Van Cott, Judge Van Wyck, William 
E. Robinson, M. E. Page, and Stewart L. Wood- 
ford also spoke. 

Library Hall in Newark was crowded with 
prominent citizens last night to protest against 
the Irish Coercion bill. Mayor Haynes presided. 
Speeches were made by Mer. George Doane, 
Mayor Cleveland, of Jersey City; ex-Gov, Abbett, 
J. Frank Fort, and J. A. Beecher. Appropriate 
resolutions were adopted. 


WASHINGTON, April 14.—A meeting was 
held here this evening in Masonic Temple in 
response to a printed call to give expres- 
sion on the part of ‘American residents and 
sojourners at the National Capital” to a pro- 
test against the passage of the Coercion bill for 
Ireland. The audience was a well dressed and 
orderly but enthusiastic throng, and filled the 
hall to its utmost capacity before the hour fixed 
for the speaking to begin, Congressman Springer 
presided and made a speech. Gen, Rosecrans 
and ex-Senator Van Wyck also spoke, and letters 
were read from Senators Sherman and Sabin, 
Representative Cox, and RoscoeConkling. Reso- 
lutions were adopted expressing the sympathy 
of the meeting with Mr. Gladstone and Mr. Par- 
nell in their gallant tight, and denouncing the 
Coercion bill as a diabolical measure.

THE PROPOSED BROADWAY STEAL. 
ALBANY, April 14.—The Broadway property 
owners have finally become thoroughly alarmed 
over the prospect of the erection of an elevated rail- 
Toad along that thoroughfare, and to-day, not an 
hour too late, began to enter their protests. Early 
this morning Senator Low received the emphatic 
protest of the following hotel proprietors: T. M.

Mr, Thomas dwelt chietly, however, on the pledge of 
the State to the arcade projectors, He also raised 
the objection to the bill that it delegates to the 
pansy ary Transits Board of wagiose power to 
lay ont railroad routes,a power Which the Legis- 
lature by the constitutional amendment of 1874 is 
expressly forbidden to exercise, and the exercise of 
which much less can it delegate to others by bill. 

Col. George Bliss tried to explain that there was 
a wide distinction between laying out routes and 
constructing a railroad after the routes are laid out, 
but he declined point blank to state by what author- 
ity the company proposed to build its additional 
lines after the routes had been established. The 
only argument made for the bill was by one David 
Thomson, who said that the residents of the west 
side and Washington Heights desired rapid transit, 
and believed the proposed elevated road the speed. 
iest means of obtaining it. He thonght their wishes 
shonld be consulted as well as the wishes of the 
relatively few property owners on Broadway. 

The committee postponed action until Monday 
night, owing to the absence of Senator Pierce. In 
the discussion which followed between the members 
ef the committee in executive session it appeared 
that Senators Nelson and Walker were strong friends 
of the steal, while Senator Knapp, to the astonish- 
ment of everybody, leaned heavily in the same direc. 
tion. Senator Plunkitt offered to bet that a section 
of the Broadway road would be in process of con- 
struction within six months. There are plenty of 
indications that the boodle has arrived in Albany to 
help along the steal, and the attention of everybody 
is focused upon the committee. Senator Low indig.- 
nantly told his five associates that they could not 
afford to report such an important Dill in the ab- 
sence of an associate. Senator Nelson attempted to 
bulldoze the committee into “sending the bill into 
the Senate anyway.” Senator Hoysradt joined Sen- 
ator Low in urging very deliberate action. He was 
not disposed, he said, to force a road on Broadway 
against the wishes of property owners. 

Senator Walker displayed his hand by demanding 
to know whether the interests of New-York City do 
not demand rapid transit. Senator Nelson gave him 
the desired assurance that he was right in his 
conjecture. He added that the rights of Broadway 
property owners were no more sacred than those of 
property owners on Third and Sixth avenues. The 
solicitude of Senator Nelson could not have been 
exceeded had he a retainer fee in his pocket. 

The only members of the committee who can be 
relicd upon to protect Broadway are Senators Low, 
Pierce, and Hoysradt. Contractor John O’Brien be- 
lieves that hé will control Mr. Hoysradt’s vote, but 
this is doubted by those who are acquainted with 
the Senator. 

The visit of ex-Senator Gibbs and his labors on 
the Subway Commission bills have borne fruit. <As- 
semblyman Henry, of New-York, has violently ob- 
jected to any New-York official being added to the 
Subway Commission. He came very near prevent- 
ing anv action being taken on the billin the Assem- 
bly Cities Committee. A compromise was etfected 
at this afternoon's session by which the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works and the Controller are both 
stricken from the commission, and only the Mayor 
remains to keep company with the three Subway 
Commissioners, Mr. Crosby objected to any inter- 
ference with the bill as favored by the city authori- 
ties. The bill will be reported in this emasculated 
form. Gibbs ought to strike hands with his unele, 
Lobbyist Pheips. The Senate Cities’ Committee has 
also decided to strike out the Cortroller and the 
Commissioner of Public Works and report the Sub- 
way bill to-morrow. 

One hundred and fifty persons appeared before 
the Assembly Commerce and Navigation Commit- 
tee this afternoon to oppose the building of the 
Poughkeepsie Bridge. They represented the Board 
of Trade and Transportation, the Chamber of Com. 
merce, and the canal boatmen and river steamboat. 
men. They asked unanimously for the passage of 
the Devereux bill, which compels the Poughkeepsie 
company to abandon the erection of piers in the 
river and to erect a suspension bridge. Assembly- 
man Platt. with his usual vigor, promptly 
proceeded to assail the bill. This was nat- 
ural, for he is a large’ stockholder in 
the bridge company. He openly charged that the 
bill had Deen introduced in the interest of a gang of 
thieves, not one of whom, he declared, sliould receive 
acent from the company. The bill was nothing 
more nor less than a strike. Assemblyman Dever- 
eux protested against such an unjust assault. He 
has since intimated that he wonld rise to a question 
of privilege to-morrow, and give the Poughkeepsie 
editor an opportunity to either retract his state. 
ments or take the consequences of his ill judged 
course. 

Charles H. Dennison, who appeared for the Board 
of Trade and Transportation, took Mr. Platt in hand. 
He characterized his attitude as one of unblushing 
effrontery. After referring to the fact that gentie- 
men are interested in the enterprise, he said: “* Put 
a brandon the forehead of that man who wants to 
degrade the State of New-York to the level of the 
Credit Mobilier. That scandal has already sent a 
Vice-President, to an early grave, and has heaped 
public indignation upon many other prominent 
men. Itrustno such scandal will be repeated in 
this State. Here isa man’ who comes here in the 
interest of the people. and yet undertakes 
to legislate in the interest of the bonds 
in his own pocket. A man who once 
aid a similar thin in this country has 
come to be known throughout the length and 
breadth of this land as the ‘tattooed man from 
Maine,’"” Mr. Dennison briefly reviewed the history 
ot the company, and showed how unfounded is the 
claim of Mr. Platt that the Supreme Court has 
passed favorably upon its charter right. 

Rastus Ransom, the company’s counsel, admitted 
the foree of this last point, and then attempted to 
justify the action of the company in proceeding with 
its work upon the structure. Mr, Kansom devoted 
some time this morning to lobbying against the bill 
among the members of the Assembly. 

An insane asylum for the criminals of the State 
is conceded by those who have given the subject 
any study to be a necessity. The Ways and Means 
Committee will fayorably report a bill to-morrow 
appropriating $200,000 for the Hope of land and 
for the erectionof such an institution. The se- 
lection of a site is given toacommission composed of 
Controller Chapin, State Commissioner of Lunacy 
Dr. Stephen Smith, and Dr. Carlos F.;McDonald, 
of the Auburn Prison Insane Asylum. ‘The neces- 
sity of an asylum was advocated before the com- 
mittee this afternoon by Superintendent of Prisons 
Baker. Dr. McDonald, and ex-Senator Woodin. The 
sum of $300,000 was asked for. Itis the amount 
recommended in the report of the Controller on 
this subject some time ago. ‘We have frankly 
asked for $300,000 at the outset purposely 
to avoid coming back to the Legisiature 
for more,” said Dr. McDonald. “* We propose to 
have an institution large enough to accommodate 
450 patients, and with it about 250 acres of land. It 
has been shown that out-door occupation, aside from 
the pecuniary assistance which it gives an asylum, 
is a great advantage to the patients themselves. It 
benefits them mentally and physically. The Auburn 
Asylum contains 30 per cent. more inmates 
than it rightly ought to. We are so over- 
crowded that we are compelled to place 
12 beds in 8 bedrooms and to provide mattresses 
for sleeping in the corridors. This condition of 





affairs {s a constant source of anxiety. We have,

DENOUNCED IN CLEVELAND 


MERCHANTS WHO ORITIOISE 
THE NEW LAW. 
DISAPPOINTED IN THEIR EXPECTATIONS 

OF ITS EFFECT, AND ANXIOUS TO SEE 


IT REPEALED. 

CLEVELAND, April 14.—Like many of its 
neighbors Cleveland began preparing for a boom 
gome time before the inter-State commerce law 
became effective. Without knowing exactly 
why, except that he understood the law was to 
bein a general way unfavorable to railroad in- 
terests and beneficial to ali other interests, the 
average business man concluded its effect upon 
Cleveland would be very cheering as well as very 
striking. The average business man has been 
disappointed, and in his wrath he denounces 
the law as a lamentable failure. Ho 
was certain that its anti-discrimination 
slause would immensely increase receipts at 
this point, by preventing through special rates 
the diversion of much freight to other points 
that properly belonged, in his opinion, to Cleve- 


Jand. He was a firm believer in anti-discrim- 
jnation until be discovered the existence of 
worse sufferers than himself. Since his discovery 
that Cleveland, like other cumulative points, is 
not to be benefited under the law at the expense 
of smaller localities; that the railroads are per- 
mitted by it to charge the old card rates, and 
that rebates are things of the past, he sees no 
virtue in it. His opinion of the Congress that 
adopted the lawis not flattering, and usually 
hardly proper for the columns of a newspaper. 

There are men here, as there are at Detroit, 
Toledo, and other lake points, who take no part 
in the hue and cry against the law. They admit 
that itsimperfections are numerous, that it is 
pot a general panacea, and that it must be 
radically modified, They claim, however, that 
it isa beginning in railroad legislation by the 

roneral Government, and this, they think, more 
Sen counterbalances all that can be said in its 
disfavor. 

In discussing the law Western. men are troub- 
Jed with a disease described by Charles A. King, 
@ prominent Toledo citizen, as “a determination 
of words to the mouth.” The disease, he says, 
is very prevalentin the West, and occasionally 
finds victims in the East. He hig scmegen that 
Tue TiMES’s correspondent would meet with it 
in Cleveland as well as in Toledo, and that it 
raged venomously at Indianapolis. It often hap- 

ns, therefore, that the most virulent oppo- 
nents of the bill are by no means intimately 
acquainted with its provisions, and express their 
disapproval of it on purely personal grounds. 
One clause in it—the long and short haul—is held 
up to public derision everywhere, except at 
localities which under it suddenly become points 
of vantage instead of unimportant way stations, 
as they have hitherto been. 

Even vessel owners now look askance at the 
long and short haul clause, Before the commis- 

ion suspended the clause for the benefit of the 
Routhorn roads owners of lake bottoms were 
ubilant. They saw a future in the law, and ship- 
ser va who had contracts on hand were in- 
etruacted to push them to completion. Last year 
was a very prosperous one for lake shipbuilders, 
and this year promised to be quite as prosper- 
ous. The receipts of iron ore at Cleveland last 
year were 1,000,000 tons out of a total ship- 
ment from the Lake Superior ore region of 
8,500,000 tons. As the region expects to 
shi 5,000,000 tons this year, Cleveland 
looks for a considerable increase over last 
year’s receipts, and fears are already expressed 
hat she has insufficient dock facilities. Ship- 
pers were afraid that vessel owners had good 
grounds for rejoicing over the new law, and are 
not yet certain that it does not provide a bonan- 
gaforthem. It will undoubtedly increase water 
rates considerably above those of recent years 
unless al} roads which encounter water compe- 
thtion should be treated alike. The lake roads 
will certainly ask the commission to suspend 
the long and short haul clause in their favor, and 
should the commission doso lake bottoms will 
make money, but not rapid fortunes, - 

Thecommission is likely to be importuned by 
shippers also, for some of these declare that 
rates to the West have in some instances been 
trebled under the new law. The prevailing im- 
pression here is that the law should be repealed. 


STEEL FOR GUNS AND AEMOR. 


THE BETHLEHEM COMPANY AWARDED 


THE NAVAL CONTRACT. 

Wasnincton, April 14.—Seoretary Whitney 
to-day awarded to the Bethlehem Iron Works Com- 
pany, of Pennsylvania, the contracts for furnishing 
about 1,400 tons of steel gun forgings and 4,500 tons 
of steel armor plates, at a total cost of $4,512,938 29. 
When the proposals were opened, about three weeks 
ago, it was found that there were three bidders for 
supplying the gun steel—the Bethlehem Company, 
the Midvale Company, and the Cambria Company, 
the bid of the last named company ($851,513) being 
the lowest. For supplying the armor plate there 
Were only two bidders—the Cleveland Rolling Mill 


Company and the Bethichem Company, the last 
named being the lowest bidder, at $3,610,707. In 
his order making the award Secretary Whitney ex- 
plains his reasons for giving both contracts Ww one 
company in the following language: 

“Concerning the bids forarmor and gun steel I 
have concluded, after full consideration, that the 
Bethiehem Iron Company is entitled to the award of 
the contracts for both. To encourage bidding, a 
clause was inserted in the aivertisement that ‘ bids 
covering both’ (that is, armor and gun steel) ‘ will 
receive preference, other things being equal.’ The 
bid of the Bethlehem Iron Company for the gun steel 
refers to their bid for the armor handed in at the 
game date and has the following memorandum: 
‘The prices named in this proposal are 
based upon the conditions stated in the 
advertisement of Aug. 21, 1886, that ‘bids 
covering both” (gun forgings and armor plates) 
“ will receive preference, other things being equal,” 
end are, therefore, to be oamutared in conjunction 
with our bid of this date for gun forgings.’ A simi- 
lar memorandum is contained in their bid for armor 
plates. The Bethlehem Iron Company is the onl 
bidder for the whole contract. The theory of the ad- 
vertisement was that the Government wanted the 
—— price for the whole work, (paying more or 
ess for one or the other being immaterial, so long 
as the entire job is obtained at the lowest total 

rice,) the total sum _ for the whole job being 

6 material thing. With this view the ad- 
vertisement was framed so as to obtain the 
largest range of bidding, allowing a person to 
bid for either or for both; but the total 
sum which the whole should cost the Government 
being the matter alone to be considered. The two 
lowest separate bids for the two classes, being that 
of the Cambria Iron Company for the gun steel, and 
the Cleveland Rolling Mili Company for tae armor 

late, amounts to $4,873,073 90. That of the Beth- 
eéhem Iron Company for the same classes amounts 
to $4,512,938 29. They are the lowest bidders for 
the work by the sum of $360,135 61. Since the bid- 
ding has taken place the Bethlehem Company has 
offered to reduce their vrices on the gun steel, so as 
to make that company the lowest bidder for each of 
the separate classes. This may be done under the 
circumstances, although I should not permit it if I 
did not consider them, on other grounds, entitled to 
the award.”

THE DOMINION PARLIAMENT. 


OUTLINES OF THE SPEECH OF THE 
GOVERNOR-GENERAL. 

Orrawa, Ontario, April 14.—The Domin- 
ion Parliament opened to-day. The Governor- 
General, in his speech from the throne, congrat- 
ulated Parliament on the general prosperity of 
the country and on the prospect of a coming sea- 
son of peace and progress. The Queen’s jubilee 
was referred to and her Majesty congratulated 
on having reached the fiftieth anniversary of her 
reign. The prominent position taken by Canada 
at the Colonial and Indian Exhibition recently 
held in London was alluded to, and attention 
was called to the advantages offered by Canada 
to agriculturists and capitalists. Referring 
to the fisheries question, his Excellen- 
cy said: “The negotiations between her 
Majesty’s Government and that of the 


United States on the fisheries question, with re- 
spect to which our Government has been fully 
informed and consulted, are still in progress and 
will, we may be permitted to hope, result in an 
arrangement honorable and satisfactory to both 
nations. Meauwhile, the necessary provision 
has been made for the protection of our inshore 
fisheries. The papers on this aabiess will be 
laid before you. Your attention will be invited 
to the expediency of establishing a Department 
of Trade and Commerce under the supervision 
of a responsible Minister. You will also be asked 
to consider the propriety of making such im- 
provement in the organization of the Depart- 
ments of Justice, Customs, and Inland 
Revenue as will provide greater facilities 
for the dispatch of the large and increasing vol- 
ume of business with which these departments 
are charged. A measure will be submitted to 
you giving representation in the Senate to the 
Northwest Territories, in addition to that which 
they now possess in the House of Commons, 
Other measures will be laid before you, and 
among them will be found bills for the amend- 
ment of the acts relating to the government of 
railways, for providing a better mode of trial of 
claims against the Crown, for the improvement 
of procedure in criminal cases, and a further 
amendment of the Chinese Immigration act. 
You will also be asked, in order to provide 
against possible interruption of the navigation 
of our great inland waters, for an appropriation 
in aid of the construction of a canal to connect 
the waters of Lakes Huron and Superior at Sault 
Ste. Marie.

THE BROADWAY RAILROAD JOB. 

The property owners on Broadway appear 
at last to be waking up to the fact that that 
preposterous scheme for building an ele- 
vated railroad in that thoroughfare is a 
serious business, with some prospect, strange 
as it may appear, of being carried through 
the Legislature unless more vigorous opposi- 
tion is shown than has appeared heretofore. 
They are accordingly beginning to send 
to Albany. their protests, which ought to 
have gone up when the hearing was first 
begun by the Senate Railroad Committee. 
The cause of the delay, no doubt, was 
the general incredulity that prevailed as to 
any danger of favorable action by the Legis- 
lature. The scheme was so audacious, so 
manifestly opposed to the interests of the 
city and the wishes of the people, that it 
was assumed that no serious attention could 
be given to it by any honest legislator. But 
the motives and resources of those who had 
got possession of the remains of the old 
Metropolitan Transit Company’s charter 
were not understood, and the power of the 
lobby to work corrupt jobsin the Legisla- 
ture was underrated. 

Those who are striving to galvanize this 
old charter into life have for their motive 
the desire for speculative gain. They have 
no intention of building and operating new 
rapid transit lines. Already they have 
organized a construction and loan company 
through which they propose to manipulate 
some millions of ‘‘ securities” for their own 
profit, and to turn over the franchise, if 
they succeed in resurrecting it, to the Man- 
hattan Railway Company as the most likely 
customer for such a commodity. So far as 
the promoters of legislation on the subject 
are concerned they are engaged in a huge 
speculation, and they have been relying on 
the apathy or the incredulity of Broadway 
property owners for carrying their scheme 
to the point at which they can realize on 
their resuscitated charter. 

It seems strange that anybody who is at 
all acquainted with the history of this 
metropolitan transit scheme should give the 
least countenance to the effort to turn it to 
speculative uses and to make it the means 
ofenabling the elevated railroads to get 
possession of Broadway. This company was 
chartered in 1872, before the Constitution 
prohibited special acts to authorize the con- 
struction of railroads, before the Rapid 
Transit act was passed, and at a time when 
the need of some means of rapid transit was 
sorely felt. It was authorized to con- 
struct a three tier road, below the sur- 
face, on the surface, and above the 
surface, not along any street, but 
through the blocks west of Broadway, and 
it was to acquire and pay for the property 
needed for the purpose. It was to be al- 
lowed to connect with the Grand Central 
Station by a branch from its main line be- 
low Forty-second-street and to construct a 
branch above Fortieth-street to the Hudson 
River Railroad and another from below 
One Hundred and Seventy-fifth-street to 
King’s Bridge. The State Engineer, the 
chief engineer of the Croton Aqueduct, and 
an engineer selected by the company were 
to determine the exact routes of the 
branches. Construction was to begin with- 
in six months after the first election of 
Directors, and at least one road to the Har- 
lem River and the Grand Central Station 
branch were to be completed within a year 
thereafter, delays caused by legal proceed- 
ings not to-count as part of the time al- 
lowed, 

The laying of a so-called cornerstone 
down town is claimed as the beginning of 
construction and applications before the 
courts for the condemnation of property, 
which were allowed to lie for years without 

being pressed, are claimed to constitute the 
pendency of legal proceedings. It is plain 
that the intent and purpose of the act have 
never been complied with, arid if the charter 
is not dead it certainly ought to be. But 
the peculiar outrage of the manner in which 
it is proposed to use it lies in the con- 
struction made of the right to connect 
with the Grand Central Railroad Sta- 
tion by a branch “easterly and northerly” 
from the main line below Forty-second- 
street. With no main line at all down 
town for it to spring from, it is proposed to 
begin this branch at the Bowling Green, 
and carry it up Broadway to Forty-third- 
street. Infact it would not be the con- 
necting branch authorized at all, but an 
independent line through the most impor- 
tant part of the chief thoroughfare of the 
city. Itis probable that the old charter 
granted in 1872 and patched up in 1881 is 
legally dead. It is certain that it cannot 
be used as the basis for the present scheme 
without legislative action of doubtful con- 
stitutionality. 

What the Legislature is asked to do is to 
revamp a charter granted fora wholly dif- 
ferent purpose, under which nothing has 
been done for fifteen years; to stretch the 
right to construct a branch from a west side 
line to the Grand Central Station, which 
was never authorized to occupy any street, 
into the right to construct an elevated road 
from the lower end of Broadway to Forty- 
third-street over the roadway; to waive all 
forfeitures, to violate the 
constitutional prohibition against special 
acts authority to

THE IMMIGRATION PROBLEM. 


Ought further restrictions to be imposed 
on immigration? The careful considera- 
tion of this question in and out of Congress 
cannot long be deferred. Recent events in 
this country and the prospect that an 
enormous number of immigrants will seek 
our shores this year serve to give it some 
prominence now. In every Anarchist meet- 
ing or outbreak, every official statement 
concerning the condition of labor or the in- 
mates of our almshouses and asylums for the 
insane, and every report relating to plague 
spots in the slums of our great cities, may 
be found something to remind the people 
of the United States that immigration under 
the restrictions that are now provided is 
not a blessing. That public opinion con- 
cerning immigration is tndergoing a change 
can be shown in many ways. For example, 
the Commissioner of the Wisconsin Labor 
Bureau discovered last year by making in- 
quiries in all parts of the State that there 
was a strong feeling against any further 
encouragement of immigration by State 
authority. By means of a Board of Immi- 
gration and its agents abroad Wisconsin 
had for some years been seeking to attract 
immigrants from Europe. Two or three 
months ago a bill abolishing this board was 
passed in both houses of the Legislature 
without a dissenting vote. 

The stream of immigrants is now un- 
nsually large. On one day last week 4,270 
persons were landed at Castle Garden. 
The number arriving in the first three 
months of this calendar year exceeded that 
for any previous quarter since the first of 
1882, the year when the ‘ide of immigra- 
tion was at its flood. In March 6,000 immi- 
grants bound for this country sailed from 
Hamburg alone. In Queenstown there are 
so many awaiting the departure of steamers 
that some are forced to camp out in the 
streets. 

There are certain classes of immigrants 
whom this country does not want, and 
without them we should be much better off. 
We do not want criminals, and there is law 
for their exclusion. We do not want insane 
persons or paupers, but they come in spite 
of the law. They crowd our asylums and 
almshouses. The almshouses of New-York 
State contained in 1880 no less than 34,312 
foreign-born paupers and only 21,745 na- 
tives, or 1 foreign pauper to every 35 for- 
eign-born inhabitants as against 1 native 
to every 176 of the native popula- 
tion. Five years later the number 
of insane persons in the State’s asy- 
lums had increased 33 per cent., and our 
State Board of Charities declared that the 
increase was due almost wholly to the ship- 
ment of insane men and women from 
Europe to this port. Itis well known that 
paupers, insane persons, and criminals have 
been unloaded upon this country by State 
and municipal authorities on the other side 
of the Atlantic. In some cases they have 
been forwarded through Canada, owing to 
attempts to enforce the Exclusion act here. 
Allimmigrants of these classes should be 
shut out by means of precautions taken at 
ports of departure as well as at ports of 
entry. 

We do not want the thousands of labor- 
ers who are coming in with the intention of 
living here for a few years upon food that 
the native laborer rejects, of working for 
very low wages, and of then returning to 
Europe to spend the remainder of their 
days. We do not need them. We are 
better off without them. They are willing 
to live on food that is little better than 
garbage, their habitations are nésts of filth 
and disease, and their competition tends to 
degrade the native workmen. Colonies of 
such immigrants in this city are a standing 
menace to the city’s health. The country 
would gain by excluding them, 

We do not want the crazy-brained persons 
whose chief desire after their admission is 
to destroy our institutions. Oppression at 
home has given their minds a twist that 
never can be taken out. They are utterly 
unable to appreciate the privileges of demo- 
cratic government. Whether they be called 
Anarchists or go under some other name, 
they are the enemies of law and order. They 
mislead well disposed persons with whom 
they associate. To take them inis as great a 
folly as for a householder to open his door to 
a notorious incendiary. For years our ports 
have been open for Europeans of a low order 
of intelligence, who have come with the 
avowed purpose of defying in Utah and 
other Territories our laws which forbid 
polygamy. Will not nine-tenths of our 
people say that the country has suffered by 
reason of their admission ? 

The question is a practical one, and it 
should not be obscured by sentimental con- 
siderations. So long as “the oppressed 
from every clime” came with clear brains 
and able bodies, intending to live decently, 
to earn a support, to become citizens, and 
to uphold our free institutions, and so long 
as there was room for them and a demand 
for them on our new soil and in our work- 
shops, they were welcomed. They became as- 
similated and took their places among the 
best citizens of a great and growing nation. 
But now the question is, Shall the United 
States consent to be a receptacle for the 
lower grades of Europeans—the people whom 
European Governments desire to get rid of ? 
Shall we take Europe’s paupers, her crim- 
inals, her lunatics, her crazy revolutionists, 
her vagabonds? Shall we let in the ignorant 
laborers who do not intend to become citi- 
zens, but whose purpose is to bear away the 
profits of ruinous competition after having 
caused discontent and suffering 
native workmen who cannot fall 
level?

TEASERS DOT ETL IIIT 
CLEANING -THE STREETS. 

The vigorous letter of the Mayor to the 
President of the Board of Police, taken in 
connection with the improvements in the 
method of removing ashes and garbage, 
indicates that at some day not unimagin- 
ably remote the streets of this city may 
actually be cleaned and kept clean. As has 
been pointed out before, street cleaning 
is to a considerable degree dependent 
upon street paving. No street of 
which the pavement is not reasonably 
smooth and level can be satisfactorily 
cleaned. The surface of no street can be 
kept reasonably smooth and level unless 
the pavement is well laid in the first place, 
kept in good repair, and protected from con- 
tinual disturbance by excavations for the 
laying and repair of subterranean condnits. 
Finally, no street can be kept clean which 
is used by its inhabitants as a general re- 
ceptacle of rubbish. 

In order to have clean streets, then, the 
departments concerned with the paving, 
the cleaning, and the policing of the streets 
must co-operate. We have now, for the 
first time in many years, an administration 
of the Department of Public Works which 
commands public confidence as being hon- 
est, competent, and disconnected from “poli- 
tics.” The Street-Cleaning Department 
also, since the change in the law which 
put it under a single and responsible 
head, has shown the disposition and 
the ability to keep the streets as clean 
as their condition and the habits of 
the population would permit. It remains 
for the police to enforce the law cited by 
Mayor Hewitt, which forbids storekeepers 
and householders to dispose of their rubbish 
by sweeping it into the streets instead of 
destroying it on their own premises and de- 
positing the residuum in the receptacles 
provided for that purpose. The legal au- 
thority of the police is made clear. It is 
their business in the firstplace, as the Mayor 
considerately suggests, to admonish the 
offenders that the practice of sweeping dirt 
into the streets is illegal, and then, if they 
pay no heed to the admonition, to arrest 
them and prosecute their cases. 

New-York in the past has been a city 
eminent and perhaps pre-eminent for dirt. 
The inhabitants who reduced it to this 
condition and gave it such a bad name 
were not natives. They were foreigners 
who in great part came from much cleaner 
cities, bringing their habits with them. The 
difference was that in the foreign cities the 
governing classes were sensitive to dirt, 
while in New-York the governing class 
was the very class the natural tendencies 
of which municipal governments in foreign 
cities found it necessary and feasible to 
restrain. Ifa man is not offended by a 
pig in his parlor or a compost heap at 
his front door it is futile to argue with him 
that he ought to be. He will continue to 
contemplate the compost with complacengy 
and to regard the person who objects to it 
as an effeminate weakling. The men who 
have heretofore for nearly forty years betn 
charged with the details of munidipal 
government have been of this class. ‘They 
did not notice dirt until their attenfion was 
directed to it, and even then. they de- 
clined to resent its presence. To them 
a heap of rubbish in the street was 
no more offensive than had been a 
standing pool, mantled with green scum, 
in the door yard of the paternal cabin, 
which indeed they valued not only for its 
charm of natural scenery, but as an eligible 
pig wallow and a gymnasium for young 
ducks. Itis true that no city of which the 
governors were in this tolerant and ac- 
quiescent frame of mind with regard to 
dirt could attain the rank of a healthy 
or a highly civilized capital. Now 
that the heads, at least, of the municipal 
departments are of another order, it seems 
feasible to bring about a reform in the 
habits which our tolerant and acquiescent 
rulers carried from private to official 
life. Even in the worst times pigs 
and cattle were not permitted to 
rgam the streets of New-York unmolested. 
Yet there was no reason for keeping them 
out of the streets which docs not equally 
apply to the practice of sweeping all manner 
of miscellaneous rubbish into the streets. 
If the Mayor’s order is faithfully enforced 
by the police, in five years the people will no 
more think of sweeping their dirt out of the 
front doors than they now think of grazing 
their domestic animals in Central Park. 
It is to be hoped that Mr. Hmwirr wiil keep 
@ watchful official eye upon the police to 
ascertain what is done in pursuance of his 
letter to Mr. FRENCH. 


HELD FOR THE WEST SHORE ROBBERY. 

Uttroa, N. ¥., April 14.—The examination 
of Chael Roark, the alleged West Shore express 
robber, charged with assaulting Express Messen- 
ger Carlos 8. Leake with a deadly weapon and 


robbing the National Express Company, took 
place to-day before City Judge Bulger. The 
principal witnesses were the express messenger 
and the porter of the hotel at which Roark was 
boarding at the time of the robbery. Leake 
fixed the place of the robbery as between Oneida 
Castle ond Utica. It has heretofore been under- 
stood to have been between Clark’s Mills and 
Utica, Oneida Castle is 20 miles away and 
Clark’s Mills only 6. The man entered the ex- 
press car wearing a mask and fired without 
speaking. He then tied the messenger’s feet and 
hands and demanded the key. 

Leake told him where the key was. After 
rifling the safe the robber talked freely, repeat- 
edly threatening if Leake made any outcry to 
killhim. Five packages were taken, aggregat- 
ing in value $797 77. Leake identitied the pris- 
ouer as his assailant by his general appearance 
and voice. The latter he heard while secreted 
at the jail the night Roark was brought from 
Suspension Bridge. Lafayette Williams, the 
hotel porter, testified to letting Roark into the 
Mansion House between 2 and 3 o'clock in the 
morning after the robbery. He carried a small 
grip bag and went at onceto his room. Williams 
has been in charge of the Sheriff since Roark’s 
arrest in consequence of being anonymously 
threatened that if he did not leave town his life 
would be taken. 

At the conclusion of this testimony Judge 
Bulger beld Roark for the action of the Grand 
Jury on the charge of robbery. The testimony 
on the charge of assault was practically the 
same as on the other charge, and a like order 
was made by the court. The case of Mrs. Roark, 
charged with being an accessory of her hus- 
band’s crimes, occupied the court until evening, 
when it was continued until to-morrow. The 
prisoners displayed very little interest in the 
proceedings.

LUCENTIOS BANQUET OUTDONE. 


Bewitching Kate had spoken charmingly 
her last and wisest words, the choristers bad 
repeated the refrain of “Should he Upbraia,” 
and the red curtains shut from view the gor 
geous banquet hall in Lucentio’s house. The 
Shrew had been tamed and Hortensio’s widow 
had learned her lesson. The crowd of spectators 
slowly left the auditorium, lingering im the spa- 
cious foyer to examine the life-size painting of 
Miss Rehan in Katharine’s plush gown and other 
new pictures recently hung on the well covered 
walls. There was no hurry. More than a 
quarter of an hour elapsed before the 
last spectator departed, and until he 
had left the portal nothing out of 
the common occurred at Daly’s Theatre on 
Wednesday night. But as soon as every visitor 
had gone, at the moment when usually the big 
iron gates are closed, the doors locked, and the 
lights extinguished, there were signs of uncom- 
mon activity. The gas jets in the crystal centre 
piece of the auditorium ceiling blazed away mer- 
rily; the corridors and stairways were as bright 
as day, the gates were not closed, and the doors 
were left unlocked; the curtains at the audi 
torlum entrances were drawn together, and on 
the stage the carpenters began to “ strike” 
the scene, It was plain that there was 
going to be another performance, although 
the hands of the tall clock in the foyer indicated 
that the midnight hour was near. Then, one at 
a time, new guests arrived, some from the out 
side world, some through mysterious passage- 
ways from the poet’s Padua, losing their identity 
in the transit, and emerging in the blaze of light 
comely but prosaic nineteenth century folk.

quart. Mr.Clemens, of Hartford, was there and 


Mr. Wilson Barrett, Mr. L. Clark Davis, and Mr. 

Laurence Hutton full of wise saws and interest- 

ing information about death masks. Mr. John 
Foord was there, and Mr. Winter, who has sur- 
vived 26 theatrical seasons and still has a head 
of hair, as wellas Mr. Dorney, Mr. Chatterton, 
(not far from Wilson Barrett. wed pert bye Mr. 
Roberts, and genial Mr. Moore, valuable assistants 
of Mr. Daly. Mr. John A. Duff, whorarely goes out 
o’ nights, made an exception to his rule, and Mr 

James C. Duff, who has a hundred-night run of 
his own in prospect, also had a placein the circle. 
Could any one have a successful banquet nowa- 
days without the presence of Marshalj P. Wilder? 
Mr. Daly did not attempt an experiment so 
hazardous; and the lyric stage was abiy repre- 

sented by Mme. Valda. 

From the bed of roses, the most beautiful 
flural display ever seen at a banquet, to the 
satin menus, Pe in gold and colors, with 
hana painted decorations, the appointments 
were unique and in exquisite taste. From the 
Sauterne to the Chateau Yquem the wines were 
of marvelous excellence. There were mottoes 
from Shakespegre’s play fitted toevery edibie and 
every drinkable; for the terrapin, “‘ Perhaps you 
marked not what’s the pith of all;” for the paté 
de foie gras, *‘Oh, Sir, if you’ve a stomach, to’t 
i Heaven’s name,” and after the coffee, 
“For now we sit to chat as well as eat,” 
which began what is generally termed 
the intellectual feast. A great many wise 
things were said, and a great many witty ones. 
Mr. Daly resigned the post of honor to Gen. Sher- 
taan, who developed wonderfully as a critic and 
historian of the stage. Even Mr. Laurence 
Hutton, whose accumulation of stage lore is 
amazing, must have heard things about plays 
and actors he never heard before. Things that 
sound well when spoken, however, often lose 
their pungency in type.

Wilson Barreti—I have often heard of your 
great Gen. Sherman as a warrior who was never 
defeated, and to-night Ihave learned that he is 
as successfulin peace as in war. * * * ig 
splendid company of comedians is as highly es- 
teemed in London as in New-York. 

Gen, Porter—Gen. Sherman, during his march 
to the sea, used to go out of his way to avoid a 
bridge. He was very fond of fords. One day 
the army was to ford a river. For miles before 
they reached it they waded knee deep in swamps. 
One bummer said to another: “Say, Bill, I 
guess we struck this river lengthways!” Ican’t 
help thinking to-night that we who have been 
so delightfully entertained in the auditorium 
and here on the stage have struck Mr. Daly 
lengthways. 

Lester Wallack—The newspapers, whose busi- 
ness it is to collect gossip, often tell of jealous 
rivalry between theatrical managers. have 
the warmest sympathy with Mr. Daly and take 
a in his triumph, and believe me, (feelingly,) 

have reason to know that he entertains the 
same regard for me. 

Judge O’Gorman—To young men in my pro 
fession the educational influence of a stage like 
this is of enormous value. An example is set 
here in the way of speaking the English lan- 
guage correctly. I wish to do honor to the whole 
company™~by proposing one toast—The Health 
of Miss Ada Rehan. P 

Miss Rehan—I, who have so often spoken from 
this stage, never spoke with more difficulty or 
with deeper emotion. Icannot find words te 
express my gratitude to you all, or to Mr. Daly 
for all he has done for us. 

Gen. Sherman—Mr. Drew, you're a good actor, 
but I think your father wasa better one. You 
do that part of Petruchio very well, but you 
don't know how to crack a whip. You learned 
that from “ The Postilion of Lonjumeau.” You 
should take lessons of Buffalo Bill. 

James Lewis—General Sherman. you're a back 
number. So am I—a back number, with a bad 
cold. While “ Love in Harness” was on a friend 
of mine was “infront” one night. One gentle- 
man behind bim asked another: “ How old is 
Lewis, anyhow?” “Qh, about 33!” was the 
answer. “ Thirty-five!” exclaimed the first 
speaker. ‘“ Why, he’s been hanging around 
Daly’s for 20 years.”

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T0 DISFIGURE BROADWAY 


A VISION OF MILLIONS FOR 

. THE VANDALS. 
@ROPERTY OWNERS PROTEST AGAINST 

THE OREDIT MOBILIER SCHEME FOR 
AN ELEVATED RAILWAY. 

The boldness of the attempt made by the 
Metropolitan Transit Company, to grab Broad- 
‘way for an elevated railway structure was, until 
a very few days ago, a strong point in favor of 
the success of the scheme. Those naturally in- 
terested, property owners and tenants of proper- 
ty along the line of the proposed road, imagined 
that the attempt wasa mere matter of ‘‘bluff,” 
like previous efforts by the same company have 
been. The exposures by THE Tres and others 
have had the effect, however, of placing the mat- 
ter in the proper light before the public, and as a 
result a legitimate instead of a mock opposition, 
such as that shown by the Manhattan Elevated 
Railway Company, has been made manifest. 
Another result has been the making of some 
thorough inquiries into the organization of the 
company that proposes to disfigure the finest 
street in the city. 

To everybody familiar with the subject itis 
very well known that the Metropolitan Transit 
Company’s existence has been solely a ‘“* paper” 
one for many years. Originally it was brought 
to light by a charter smuggled through the Legis- 
lature which purported to give the right toa few 
unknown individuals to build a complicated ele- 
vated railroad structure over routes thereafter 
designated, that no one in his sane moments 
would regard as feasible for the purpose of pro- 
moting rapid transit. The routes designated 
had one valuable feature in that they included 


the building of the road on Upper Broad way. 
Once penned the charter was allowed to slum- 
ber and the incorporators waited for something 
to turn up. None of the original incorporators 
sver thought of using the charter for actually 
constructing a road. They hung on to the 
ous document waiting for some one to buy 
emup. They felt they had something to sell 
that one day might become valuable. 

It to dawn upon them after a while 
however, that the preposterous scheme outlined 
in the original charter did not exactly answer 
the purpose. Then came a series of attempts at 
improvements. These attempts were in the 
form of applications to the Legislature that were 
very quietly conducted. For years these efforts 
have been in progress. The bills introduced for 
the purpose were lauched at, and were gener- 
aliy pigeon-holed at Albany. There was no 
money in them, the projectors being, impecuni- 
ous and no one being willing to run the chances 
of being repaid any money advanced to perfect 
and push throngh the scheme. What stock was 
placed was small in amount, and represented 
only a trifle of actual cash. Capitalists refused 
to tonch the undertaking, because it was gener- 
ally understood and believed that the company 

lost by non-user whatever rights it may have 
originally had. 

Thus things stood up to the beginning of the 

t year. From this time on, however, 
ere came a change. By some mysterious 
method it became whispered about at Albany 
early in the present legistative session that there 
was “ boodle” in the thing. This hint or insinu- 
ation grew more widespread when expensive 
eounsel began to appear at the State Capitol ‘to 
push the Metropolitan Company’s plan. Certain 
political backing also showed itself in support of 
thescheme. To the practiced legislative bone 
hunter these signs were conclusive. Interest 
‘was aroused in the attempt of the company to 
amend its charter so as to include the whole of 
Broadway below Central Park in its route as 
well as a number of other streets in the upper 
part of the city. 

Then the scheme was pushed forward. Attor- 
neys and others were at the bidding of the com- 
pany. The work was done mainly at Albany, 
the schemers wisely avoiding making any open 
efforts in this city for fear of arousing the oppo- 
sition of property owners. All they claimed for 
the measure now before the Legislature was 
that it defined the rights of the company under 
the original charter and gave an extra spur— 
down Broadway from Chambers-street—to the 
route as laid out years ago. The leaders in the 
movement also wisely avoided obtruding their 
personality. mere figureheads being put forward. 

The tine Roman hand and well known figure 
of Mr. José F. de Navarro was by alittle close 
scrutiny soon perceived as engineering the 
acheme, and was so denounced by THE TIMES 
several days ago. This gave the key to the situ- 
ation to those who recalled Mr. Navarro’s con- 
nection with the notorious Loan and Improve- 
ment Company that didso much toward water- 
ing the securities of the present elevated rail- 
ways, and toward bringing about the scandals 
which enveloped their construction and subse- 
quent histery. 

The motive in the case is simply the chance 
that is offered to Mr. Navarro and his lesser as- 
sociates to make a fortune by selling out a good 
franchise to the present elevated railway man- 
agement, and by having a little crédit mobilier 
concern like the New-York Load and Improve- 
ment Company in building the proposed struct- 
ure.

esides, raking atotal capitalization of $15,000,- 
000. These securities and what they may be 
made to bring in the market are the prize for 
which the schemers are working. A corporation 
has been formed by them called the Municipal 
Construction Company. The concern has a 
nominal capital of $3,000,000 divided 
into 30,000 shares of stock, Of these 
shares 7,500 have been put aside; 4,500 
of them are to take up and pay for 47.000 of the 
50,000 shares of the Metropolitan Transit 
Company. The other 3,000 shares of the 
construction company’s stock have been 
deposited in escrow, and are to be used in taking 
up the remaining 3,000 shares of the transit 
company, thus presumably buying out the less 
favored holders of the last named corporation’s 
securities. Deducting the 7,500 shares of con- 
struction ¢ompany’s stock thus placed ‘there 
will remain 22,500 shares and the securities of 
the transit company to be gambled for by the 
favored insiders. ‘To the latter this is a vision 
of millions. 

One bit of ingenuity on the part of the schem- 
ers deserves notice. This is the clever and 
tricky manner in which they began to play on 
the fears of Broadway property owners as soon 
as their own scheme was threatened. To the 

roperty owners it was said that it was a choice 

tween two evils. They were bound to have 
either an underground or an elevated road on 
Broadway. The underground road, it was urged, 
would causé much more damage, and to prove 
this a lot of statements were put forward from 
builders and others which have done service on 
former occasions when rival underground com- 
panies were seeking control. The bait has taken 
somewhat, but not altogether. 

While the property owuers were hesitating the 
transit company schemers grew bolder and an- 
nounced at Albany that in reality the owners 
-gnd tenants of Broadway realty favored the 
scheme as one beneficial to their interests. It 
is this which has had something to do with 
bringing out protests. These protests are coming 
inavolume. ‘he hotel men along Broadway, 
almost without exception, unite in denouncing 
the scheme. Alarge number of tenants have 
fone likewise and have sent their protest to the 
Legislature. The Continental Fire Insurance 
Company,of 100 and 1,273 Broadway, and a 
oumber of others have sent on protests by tele- 
graph. The following petition, signed as indi- 
cated below, is only a typical protest against the 
distigurement of Broadway: 


New-York, April 13, 1887. 

To the Legislature of the State of New- York: 
The undersigned, owners or occupants of prop- 
erty on the line of Broadway, New-York City, 
most earnestly protest against the passage of 
any measure which will permit the construction 
thereon of an elevated railway. We believe such 
@ road would not only resultin greatly depreciat- 
ing the value of Broadway property by serious- 
ly impairing its rentals, but would curtail its use 
and occupancy for mercantile and office purposes.

The “Dandy Seventh” was out in the 
panoply of peace last evening. It had on its 
steel-pen coat, pale necktie, and company smile.

1en the curtain rose on William Preston-Tell, 
Who accidentally or intentionally was the im- 
age of Henry George, excepting in the matter of 
legs, Mr. Preston’s being invisible without a 
glass. With him was his wife, a delicate 6-foot 
soldier by the name of J. W. Wood, Jr., and his 
son Albert, Mr. Walter N. Vail. Gesler came on 
later after some castles had wandered around 
erratically and tinally gotten their places in a 
change of scene. He was Mr. F. G. Landon, 
and with some funny lines ef his own placed the 
audience in excellent humor. Then he sang a 
song in which, with the aid of the orchestra, he 
frightfully abused somebody named “ Birdie,” 
and then danced a hornpipe with a black bear, 
who took off his head and turned oat to be Tell 
in disguise. : 

The star of the occasion was Rosetta, the 
daughter of Sarnem, alias George W. Fairchild. 
The Dolly Varden skirt, black velvet polonaise, 
and Marguerite wig of Rosetta concealed Mr. E. 
G. Schermerhorn, but nobody would have sus- 
pected it. She was so tender and blushed so 
naturally that the amatory tendencies in Albert’s 
mind were quite excusable. 

With some difficulty the principals worked out 
the story of the burlesque, for the stage is very 
Jarge and trying to amateurs. They should have 
used roller skates or bicycles. A pleasant feat- 
ure was a large chorus of little boys prettily cos- 
tumed and finely trained. All the cnoruses were 
finely given. 

In the third act 30 members of the company,

OUR SCHUOL AT ATHENS. 


AMERICANS CAN STUDY HEL- 
LENIC LITERATURE. 


Pictures of ancient Greece adorned the 
walls of the big banquet room of the Hotel 
Brunswick last night, and a large framed oil 
painting representing ‘‘ The ruins of the Par- 
thenon at Athens,” and loaned by Morris K, 
Jesup, was in the centre of the long dining table. 
The occasion was a dinner on behalf of the 
American School of Classical Studies at 
Athens. The particular guests of the even- 


ing were James Russell Lowell and _ Dr. 
Charles Waldstein, Director of the Fitzwilliam 
Museum, Cambridge, England. There were about 
130 gentlemen present, including the’ Rev. Dr. 
Howard Crosby, George William Curtis, Prof. 
Henry Drisler, William E. Dodge, John W. 
Hamersley, Joseph W. Harper, Jr., Robert Hoe, 
Richard M. Hunt, Allan Marquand, Fred- 
eric J. De Peyster, Augustus St. Gau- 
den’s, Jesse Seligman, Prof. William 
P. Strowbridge, Prof. William R. Ware, 
Peter Marié, Gen. 8. Wylie Crawford, Prof. W. 
W. Goodwin, ex-President Andrew D. White, of 
Cornell; Dr. Pepper, Provost of the University 
ot Pennsylvania; Prof. Seymour, of Yale; Prof. 
Van Benschoten, of the Wesleyan University; 
Prof. Merriam, of Columbia College; Prof. Hale, 
of Cornell; Prof. Charles Eliot Norton,and Judge 
Shipman. 

George William Curtis, who presided, was re- 
ceived with great applause when he arose to 
speak. ‘I shall call upon you all for one Eng- 
lish speech,” he said, looking at che guests, ‘and 
then you can resume the natural language of the 
occasion.” Mr. Curtis said that the man who 
saw the newly laid cornerstone of the American 
school in Athens, near the Acropolis, would 
feel that he stood in a land among the me- 
morials of a people whose genius had more pro- 
foundly affected the art, the literature, and 
the political thought of the world than any 
other. ‘“‘The youngest State in the world,” he 
said, “powerful, prosperous, and free, of bound- 
less riches and endless resources, the hope of 
the future, as Greece is the glory of the past, 
by the establishment of that school upon the 
soil of Greece Where young'americals may study 
every manifestation of itsgenius, has shown that 
it. comprehends what constitutes a State, and 
that it believes enduring strength is wrought 
by intellectual and moral forces. It is be- 
cause we have proved our loyalty to the higher 
ideas and our fidelity to lofty thought that 
we have found a higher, nobler life than ever 
before, The good American whohas something 
to sell writes upon the rocks and barn doors of 
his native land, ‘Get the Best.’ Thatis the in- 
stinctive appeal of the American. It was be- 
cause we knew that we had the best that we 
were carried through the war. The American 
sees ‘Get the Best’ written up all over the 
world. Give him time and he will get the best, 
and get it in the same American way by putting 
his hand in his pocket, and by kind permission, 
in the pocket of his neighbor.” [Laughter.] 

James Russell Lowell was the next speaker. 
He said that he once asked a gentleman to sub- 
scribe to the school at Athens, but the answer 
he got was, “No; I don’t choose to give to 
anything so far away. I won't give to any- 
thing out of the country.” Said Mr. Lowell: * It 
seems to me that this should be a very power- 
ful reason for giving. Wewish to bring Athens 
nearer. We wish spiritually to annex Athens, 
and it would be as useful as some other 
annexations which we have accomplished in the 
course of our history. [Laughter.] No country 
has exerted such power as Greece in the history 
of mankind. The one thing that ought to interest 
us is the fact that the school at Athens was 
waintained for five years by the contributions 
of the poorest class in the American community 
—I mean Professors in colleges. I think that is 
very honorable to American public spirit.” Dr. 
Waldstein also spoke.

THE CHARGES AGAINST THE AMERICAN 
COTTON OIL TRUST. 

New-Or LeEANS, April 14.—Attorney-Gen- 
eral Cunningham to-day filed in the name of the 
State of Louisiana, in the Civil District Court, a 
petition against the American Cotton Oil Trust 
and others asking for aninjunction and aReceiver 

It is shown that two years ago, or thereabouts, 
there was formed in the city of New-York an as- 


sociation known as the “American Cotton Oil | 


Trust;” that its agreement of organization and 
by-laws are kept secret; that it is a gigant- 


ic monopoly formed for the purpose of 
acquiring aud controlling the various cotton- 
seed oil mills in the different States of the South 
for the purpose of avoiding taxation and de- 
preciating the value and price of cottonseed 
and inereasing the price of the products thereof 
formed by process of manufacture; thatthe as- 
sociation, through its agents and representatives, 
have acquired a majority of the stock of the 
several corporations organized and operating 
under the laws of the State by exchanging cer- 
titicates of its stock for certificates of stock in 
said corporations at a premium, and that the ob- 
jects of the association are: 

(1) To obtain possession and contro] of all the cot- 
tonseed oil mills organized and operating in the 
Southern States, and especially within this State; 
(2) to depreciate the value of cottonseed and to en- 
hance the price of the manufactured products 
therefrom; (8) to prevent shipments of cot- 
tonseed on common carriers to any other 
mills or persons engaged in the purchase 
or manufacture thereof except the mills controlled 
and run by the said oil trust; (4) to eseape and avoid 
the payment of taxes and support of the Govern. 
ment, both State and municipal; (5) the inflation of 
values of property in which said oil trust is inter- 
ested by giving fictitious and exaggerated valua. 
tions to the property and stock of said concern; 
(6) by fraudulent devices to foster, protect, and 
carry on amonopoly enjoying exclusive privileges 
and preventing others from exercising the same priv- 
ileges, restraining and poring the trade, engross- 
ing and forestalling in violation of the Constitution 
and laws of this State. 

The complaint says they have depreciated 
cottonseed from $13 to $7 per ton; that all lines 
of transportation discriminate in their favor, 
greatly to the injury of the agricultural in- 
dustry; that it carries on business in this 
State without having any place of business 
therein or known agent upon whom process 
may be served; that the concern is engaged in 
issuing fictitious stock, and has issued $34,000,- 
000 of stock certificates and sold the same for 
property worth less than $10,000,000; that it 
1a8 obtained no license nor paid any taxes, 
State or city, and therefore is without right to 
carry on business in this State; that it 
has never been incorporated under the laws of 
this or any other State, and has no right to issue 
certificates of stock, that ths trust is an illegal, 
invalid, immoral and corrupt association, the 
objects and aims being in contravention of the 
Constitution and laws of the State, and should 
be suppressed. 

It is prayed that the trust, through Jules Al- 
dige, Vice-President, agent, or manager, be 
cited, that an injunction issue prohibiting them 
and any and each of them from doing 
any acts within this State, and that 
@ Receiver be appointea to take 
charge of, manage, conduct, liquidate, and 
wind up the aftairs of the company under the 
direction of this court. Itis asked that the in- 
junction be perpetuated after trial and that the 
trust be adjudged guilty of usurping, intruding, 
and exercising the franchise and privileges of a 
corporation without being incorporated. 

Judge Rightor issued the injunction as prayed 
for. This has caused great excitement. The 
Attorney-General is confident of carrying the 
suit to a successful issue, 


WALL-STREET TALK. 


Cable dispatches cheered up the Wall- 
street bull heart yesterday by announcing that 
the Bank of England had reduced its rate of 
discount to 249 per cent. Large orders came 
from London to buy stocks in this market, one 
Wall-street firm declaring last night that over 
50,000 shares of American securities passed into 
English ownership yesterday.

A BIG JEWELRY FAILURE. 


CLAPP & DAVIES OF CHICAGO GO TO 
THE WALL. 

Cnicaco, April 14.—The announcement 

shortly after noon yesterday that the Washing- 


ton-street jewelry house of Clapp & Davies | 


had failed created no little excitement 
among the agents of Eastern firms, who were, 
with scarcely an exception, drawn into the long 
list of creditors, whose name is legion. The 
failure of this wholesale jewelry house is 
in many respects peculiar, as is shown 


by the vast amount of credit they had 
obtained in the face of rumors for 
at least a year that they were sinking. The 
knowledge of the failure first became known 
when confessions of judgment were entered in 
the Superior Court for an aggregate sum of 
$139,553, distributed as follows: H. B. Peabody, 
$14,700; Ada 8. Havens, $10,388; D. A. Loring, 
$5,274; H. B. Peabody, $4,224; Mary BE. Han- 
ley, $14,067; William Cudworth, $10,408; W. 
B. Clapp, $65,500; Mary E. Hanley, $12,992. 
The house had dealt largely with manu- 
tacturing firms in the East, and as not one 
dollar of the confessed indebtedness was for 
merchandise, a wila excitement immediately 
took possession of the resident agents and man- 
agers, who rushed to secure their claims, 
They might as well have remained at 
their_ offices, however, as neither Clapp 
nor Davies were to be seen, and the indebted- 
ness already confessed more than absorbed the 
value of the entire stock. 

No definite idea of the firm’s assets could be 
gained, but a close estimate would place the 
value of the stock at about $140,000, which, if 
sold under the hammer, would bring proba- 
bly $75,000. The outstanding bills due the 
firm, according to the book account, is some- 
thing less than $75,000. The liabilities will reach 
$300,000, one-half of which is dus to manufact- 
uring firmsinthe East and elsewhere. Among 
the creditors are numbered nearly every house 
dealing in jewelers’ stock which had a repre- 
sentation in Chicago. A small list is ap- 
pended, although the exact amounts could not in 
all cases be learned: The Waltham Watch 
Company, $15,000; the Elgin National Watch 
Company, $9,000, secured for $6,000; Welch 
Clock Company, of Forestville, Conn., fabout 
$3,000; Courvoisier, Wilcox & Co., of Brook- 
lyn, dealers in gold watch cases, 
$2,000; Henry Oppenheimer & Co., of 
100 State-street, Chicago, less than $1,000; 
Louis Straussburger & Co., of New-York, dia- 
mond dealers, $3,000;.H. Mubr’s Sons, of Phila- 
delphia, dealers in watch cases and rings, 
$700; Illinois Watch Company, $1,000; 
Waterbury Clock Company, $1,300; Key- 
stone Watch Company, of Philadelphia, 
$2,000; Charles Glatz, Watch Company, of New- 
York. $1,000; William Smith, of New-York, 
manutacturer of gold chains, $3,000; Young 
& Bennett, of New-York, manufacturers 
of gold chains, $3,500; Rogers, Smith & 
Co., of Meriden, Conn., manufacturers of 
silver plate, about $5,000; Meriden Britannia 
Company, $1,200; Stern & Fried, of New-York, 
manufacturers of gold rings, $800; Payton & 
Nelly, of Providence, R. I., manufacturers of 
gold rings, $250. 

This list by no means includes all the cred- 
itors, butis sufficient to show that the jewelry 
firm was not partial with its trade, but distrib- 
uted its patronage to the least and the greatest. 
The ruined firm is indebted to Robbins & A 
pleton, general; agents: for the Waltham Wate 
Company, to the extent of $15,000. 

‘The oldest jewelry men in the city spoke ver 
highly of Messrs. Clapp & Davies in their busi- 
ness relations, but say that for at least 
a year they have many times been put 
to stringent measures in order to 
ward off inevitable failure. Many in 
the jewelry business date the beginning 
of the trouble to the organization of the present 
firm about a year ago, when Caleb Clapp and 
Thomas Davies assumed to purchase the stock 
ot W. B. Clapp, pring to pay $130,000 for 
the same, with 10 per cent. interest per 
annum. This load of indebtedness was more 
than they could bear, and a short time ago they 
effected a compromise with W. B. Clapp by 
which the interest on the balance of their in- 
debtedness was reduced from10 per cent. to 
one-half that sum, with the privilege of paying 
the principal in installments. Theyjwere, how- 
ever, as delinquent as before, and yesterday W. 
B. Clapp discounted one of their notes at the 
Chicago Note Bank, which went to protest and 
brought on the failure. ; 


GOOD-BYE 1O DR. REED. 


MEN OF ALL DENOMINATIONS JOIN

W. T. B. Milliken said he respected 
Dr. Reed because he had the courage to go into 
politics when it was necessary, and never forgot 
that he wasa citizen before he was a minister. 

“ Dr, Reed has had more fights than John L.

Hurst & Co.’s soap factory, a small frame 
building adjoining the stable, was also destroyed, 
and several dwellings were damaged about $500 
each. The horses burned were owned by various 
varties.

& Co.’s loss of $1,000 is covered by insurance. The 
total :oss is about $10,000. ‘Ike fire is believed to 
have been of incendiary origin.

NO MORE STORE SWEEPINGS. 


ANOTHER MOVE BY MAYOR HEWITT 
FOR CLEAN STREETS. 


The following epistolary emanations from 
the fertile and ever-working brain of Mayor 
Howitt explain theselves:

Sik: The attempt to secure the removal of ashes in 
the Nineteenth Precinct has, in consequence of the 
hearty co-operation of the Police Department with 
the Board of Health and the Street Cleaning De. 
partment, resulted practically in taking away all 
reasonable ground of complaint so far as that pre- 
cinct is concerned. An effort will be made to extend 
the system of removal by night to other portions of 
the city at the earliest possible moment. 

Meanwhile I am assured by the President of the 
Board of Health that the greatest difficulty jn the 
way of clean streets at the present time is the prac- 
tice of sweeping the dust and rubbish from stores 
into the streets, filling them with waste paper, 
filth, and unsightly material. This practice is con- 
trary to law, as you will see by reference to section 
1,938, chapter 35, of the Consolidation act. Sections 
94 and 95 of the Sanitary Code aretothe same 
effect, but are violated with impunity. As it is the 
intention of all departments of the City Govern- 
nent to co-operate together for the purpose of re 
moving the evils of dirty streets which have been 
80 universally and so justly complained of by our 
citizens, Task you to instruct the force under your 
command to notify storekeepers that the practice 
of sweeping refuse material or dirt of any kind from 
stores into the streetsjwill hereafteribe prevented by 
arrest, if necessary, of the offenders. The violation 
of the lawhas gone on so long that I think some 
consideration is due to the storekeepers for past of- 
fenses; but, after reasonable notice. if the practice 
be persisted in, I shall hope that arrests will be 
made and test cases pressed for decision so that we 
may be able to take the next step toward clean 
streets, not only with the law on our side, but with 
public opinion unanimous in our favor. Yours re- 
epectfully, ABRAM 8.

AN EMBEZZLER OAPTURED IN 
BY THE AMERICAN 
PANY OF NEW-YORKE. 
On March 15, 1886, E. H. Abbott, Supreme 
Secretary of the Order of the Royal Templars of 
Temperance, Buifalo, New-York, made applica- 
tion to the American Surety Company, of New-

York, for a bond of $10,000 to secure the Order 


for any dishonest act of his as such Secretary. 
The company made the necessary investigation 
and issued the bond to Abbott ou his paymentof 
the premium thereon. Abbott had previously 
filed a bond with personal sureties, and it has 
been ascertained that at the time of taking out 
the bound of the American Surety Compauy he had 
concealed au embezzjement of at least $1,000 so 
arttully as to escape detection by his superiors. 
itis presumed that his motive in applying to 
the Surety Compauy was to transfer, if possible, 
the liability from his personal friends, the bonds- 
men, to said company. Alter taking out the 
bond of the Americun Surety Company he ascer- 
tained that the company had a summary way of 
dealing with defaulters, and that he could more 
safely repose under the personal surety, than 
under the corperate, bond. He accordingly did 
not file the American Sarety Compauy’s bond 
with the Order, but allowed the bond of his 
friends to remain inits place. The Order rested 
under the belief that Abbott had furnished the 


; American Surety Company’s bond, but neglected 


even to seo that it had been filed. 

Just 16 days prior to the expiration of the 
Surety Company’s bond, namely, on Sunday, Feb, 
27, 1887, Abbott abseconded to Canada with 
$16,000 of the funds of the Order, and took witn 
him, aiso, the bond of the Surety Company, which 
he had purchased butnever put in force. He 
thought be could save himself from prosecution, 
and accordingly mailed the following letter, with- 
out date, but which was posted on the train of 
the Hamilton and Toronto Railway Post Office: 


Richard A. Bimer, President, 160 Broadway, N.¥.: 
Dear Sir: The amount of my shortage was 
$15,800. [donot think your company should 
pay, for the reason that my bond (10,708) was 
never accepted or filed. It was never out of my 
possession. If the bond wasin your possession 
would it relieve the company from paying the 
loss? A letter willreach me at Montreal, Que- 
bee. [Signed,] E. H. ABBOTT. 

It would seem to have been the height of in 
justice on the part of the Surety Company to 
—. Abbott tor the benefit of the Order after 
16 had taken pains to save the company from 
liability, but such was the fact. The American 
Surety Company assumed that there was @ 
moral obligation resting upon it te prosecute 
Abbott, if possible, in Canada, and compel him 
to return such portion of the funds embezzled as 
had not been squandered. Abbott had taken 
with him a certain portion of the funds in drafts 
drawn to his own order on New-York for 
$9,000, and these the Surety Company 
captured before the proceeds got into 
his possession. After a three weeks’ 
chase, in which Quebec, Montreal, and Toronto 
were thoroughly searched, the Surety Company’s 
operator located Abbott at a point near the 
northern shore of Lake Erie, and at once ar- 
rested him under the laws of Canada (32-33 
Victoria) for carrying stolen property into the 
Dominion. It was not clear, however, that a 
conviction under that statute was certain, and 
Abbott was allowed to restore, for the benefit of 
the Order, $3,500 in cash and property valued 
at $1,500. In the meantime four indictments 
have been found by the Grand Jury of Erie 
County, New-York, and Abbott, in consequence, 
remains an exile iu Canada. 

By the prompt and voluntary action of the 
American Surety Company the Order loses only 
a little more than $2,000, instead of $16,000, 
as originally taken. 

This is the third abseonder that the American 
Surety Company has captured in Canada within 
the past year, and during the same period it bas 
secured the conviction of many defaulters in the 
United States, who have received sentences of 
from one to five years in the penitentiary, while 
others yet await trial.

‘Wo NOTABLE ASSEMBLAGES PAY HONOR 
TO THE DAY AND THE WORDS OF 
THE QRAY-HAIRED ORATOR. 

Yesterday was the anniversary of the 
fleath of this country’s greatest President. There 
‘was no public evidence of the fact, however.

LHFT tO THEIR FATE. 


NO PRECAUTIONS TAKEN DURING AN 
ELEVATED ROAD BLOCKADE. 

Coroner Eidman began an inquest yester- 
day into the case of the four men who were 
killed on March 8 by falline from the elevated 
railroad on Third-avenue, near the Fourteenth- 
street station, during a blockade caused by a fire 
in the Bowery. The names ofthe killed were 
Patrick McCabe, Patrick Matthews, William Ber- 
gen, and Judac Sinai. Their widows or other 
surviving relatives were all represented by coun- 
sel yesterday. Howard Townsend appeared for 
the company. 

William Kennedy, a stonecutter, of 212 East 
Highty-fourth-street, one of those who fell to 
the street but escaped with a few injuries, testi- 
fied that his train came to astop between Fif- 
teenth and Fourteenth streets. The passengers 
became excited. Fires and collisions were talked 
of, and a good many of the people got out on the 
planking adjoining the track to walk to the sta- 
tion. Witness was on the car next to the en- 
gine. He had just alighted on the walk when 
the engine started, and he fell to the street. The 
brakeman who should have been at the gates 
went through the car to the front platform and 
did not return. There was no employe of the 
road present to warn the people not to get off 
the cars. When ee started no warning 
was given by sign or Whistle. He had not seen 
anybody climbing back into the cars. Several 
times before witness had seen passengers when 
trains stopped between stations get out and 
walk on the side path. 

Peter Berberich, a foreman in piney piano 
factory, at Third-avenue and Fourteenth-street, 
stated that he witnessed the accident. There

the island could understand her. The 
missionary secured her release and brought her 
to St. Barnabas’s House, where she was cared 
for. Yesterday the case was placed in the hands 
o? the goer and through an interpreter it was 
learned that the woman is Mary Schawnisky,a 
widow 35 years of age, and that she had been in 
the country about five months. Immediately 
after landing here she was taken to the intelli- 
gence ottice of Mrs. Greenfield at 3 Avenue B, 
who obtained her a situation as a domestic with 
a family living in East Eighty-second street. 
She left that place on Feb. 12, and started down 
town on the elevated railroad to go to Mrs.

ACTION ON APPROPRIATIONS TAKEN BY 
THE BOARD OF ESTIMATE. 

The Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment yesterday requested the Commissioners of 
the Sinking Fund to lease the buildings on 
Ward’s Island for the use of the insane under 
the charge of the Commissioners of Obarities 
and Correction. The rental is fixed at $5,000 
perannum, Controller Loew was authorized to 
issue revenue bonds to the amount of $145,901 
to provide the Board of Education with the addi- 


tional appropriations made at the preceding 
meeting. The Controller was also authorized to 
issue bonds to the amount of $189,096 62 to 
pay awards made and expenses incurred by the 
Commissioners of Estimate and Asseasment in 
improving the Harlem River and Spuyten 
Duyvil Creek. The issue of school bonds to the 
amount of $197,154 53 was also authorized. 
President Simmons, of the Board of Education, 
asked for a transfer of $6,367 26 from the ap- 
propriation of $10,000 for the technical educa- 
tion of girls to the appropriation for the Normal 
College. An opinion of the Corporation Counsel 
was read, in which he said that a transfer could 
be made by a majority vote of the Board of Es- 
timate and Apportionment. School Commissioner 
William Wood explained that the Board of Edu- 
cation would not be able to provide tech- 
nical education for girls until February of next 
year, so that the money would not be needed un- 
tilthat time. The matter was referred to the 
Controller; but it is understood that the transfer 
will be made as the money is needed. Appro- 
priations amounting to $93,214 52 were made 
to charitable institutions from the excise funds.

ASKING SALARIES AND DAMAGES. 

The Queens County Circuit Court was 
occupied yesterday in the trial of the suit 
brought by F. L. Fisk against the cathedral 
corporation at Garden City to recover back sal- 
ery and damages for being ousted from &t. 
Paul’s School, where he had been employed as 
steward and head bookkeeper. His wife was 


also employed there as housekeeper. Ex-Judge 
Gilbert & Son appeared for the cathedral cor- 
poration and B. W. Duwning for the plaintiff.

ON THE SEA. 


THE SALERNO WEATHERS SIX WEEKS OF 
STEADY GALES—OTHER REPORTS. 


Sanderson & Son, the agents of the dis- 
abled steamship Salerno, of the Hull Line, about 
which some uneasiness has been felt, received a 
cable dispatch yesterday that she was sighted on 
April 4in latitude 45° and longitude 35°, and 
again on April 7in latitude 47° and longitude 
27°. The names of the vessels which sighted 
her were not given. When seen on April 4 she 
was reported as all well. On April 7 she ap- 


peared in good condition, and was  pro- 
ceeding under sail. Between these two 
dates she made about 400 miles. Sanderson 
& Son look for her arrival at some port of Great 
Britain within afew days, although she had 
over 1,000 miles to sail when last seen. She left 
Copenhagen on Feb. 28 for this port and was 
seen in a disabled condition on March 23 bya 
steamer of the Netherlands Line. She was then 
heading west, but the winds being westerly the 
Salerno put about and was seen heading to the 
eastw on March 27 by a North German 
steamer. It was feared that she had sufferred in 
the great gales of April 1 and 2, but according to 
the dispatch received yesterday she weathered 
these in safety. 
Capt. Smart, of the Dutch bark J. P. A., which 
arrived yesterday from Rotterdam, reports that 
he had a stormy voyage of 70 days. On March 
29, in latitude 39° 19 and lengitude 59°, the 
bark passed an abandoned wessel which had 
apparently been set on fire. Only the fore and 
main masts were standing. On April 5, in lati- 
tude 40° and longitude 64° 30’, Capt. Smart saw 
a number of barrels and a quantity of deals in 
the water. 
The steamship Brooklyn City, which arrived 
yesterday from Bristol, sighted a waterlogged 
wreck in latitude 42° and longitude 50° 30’, 
This was probably the Leyin?S. Melson, which 
was recently reported as having been seen in 

an abandoned condition.

Col. John Hamilton, in speaking of the 
yossible rifling of the tube of the air gun, said that 
he thought the tiring of high explosives through 
rifled Larrels would never occur without premature 


explosion in the majority of cases. This was owing 
to the vibration caused by the rotation.

ST. PAUI’S TIOKETS TURNED 





TO THH WALL. 


THE EASTERN ROADS LEFT WITH ONLY 


ONE CONNECTING LINE RUNNING 
WEST FROM CHICAGO. 
The trunk line axe fell again yesterday 


and lopped off another branch from the tree 
which blossoms perennially with through tickets 
to the wild West beyond Chicago. This time it 


was the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul that 
was attacked, and half an hour after the circu- 
lars relating to it were issued from headquarters 
its tickets had been turned to the wall in the 
trunk line’ offices and put in the retirement 
which has been adorned by the tickets of 
most of the other Western roads for a week, 
This action was the event of the day as far as 
this end of the line is concerned. It was pe- 
culiar from the fact that it left the Eastern roads 
with only one connecting line out of Chicago. 
Thatis the Chicago and Northwestern, which 
has been in the anti-commission agreement from 
the start. 

Broadway agents have had a good dealto say 
about the St. Paul’s answers to the trunk lines’ 
circulars septout in March, asking for outspoken 
assent to a dissent from the declaration against 
commissions to agents. That answer is proud- 
ly spoken of asatriumph of English compos!- 


tion. Itwas genialin tone, polished in lan- 
guage, and fullof sympathy for the cause of 
the crusaders against commissions. But its 
exact meaning was difticult to determine. The 
wise men who control the destinies of the 
Eastern roads perused it carefully many times. 
Then they compared notes and shook their 
heads. Then they indulged in composition them- 
selves and turned outa brief, but direct inquiry, 
which was promptly wired to the headquarters 
of the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul Rail- 
road Company, and ran something like this: 
“ Do you mean yes or no?” 


It was reported from Chicago that the St. 
Paul was given until to-morrow to answer this 
query. Whether an answer was sent or whether 
the Eastern people tired of waitirg does not 
matter, for the St. Paui’s tickets were turned to 
the wall yesterday. 

Mr. E. F. Richardson, who hes charge of the 
company’s passenger business in New-York, said 
he had been expecting to see the trunk lines out 
for several days. Why the order against his road 
had not been issued earlier he couldn’t imagine. 
The consultation of Eastern and Western Gen- 
eral Agents in Chicago might bring about a set- 
tlement, but if it didn’t the St. Paul would 
promptly put into its New-York office as pretty 
a ticket case as @ man could wish to see. The 
Western systems had a far greater mileage than 
the trunk lines, and the war upon commis- 
sions, Mr. Richardson looked upon as an attempt 
by little roads to dictate terms to big ones. No 
orders for passage over its lines from Chicago 
were sold yesterday by the St. Paul Road, but 
all the other offices of boycotted lines disposed 
of a8 many ordersas were called for. None of 
them received any orders froin Chicago to sto 
such sales, and as far as they were concerne 
there was no change in the situation. The con- 
ference in Chicago was looked to to turn mat- 
ters one way or the other, and news was anx- 
iously awaited, but it did not come. Something 
definite may be learned to-day. Some agents of 
the trunk lines believe that a compromise or 
some other satisfactory arrangement will be 
reached, and that matters will be going on as 
smoothly as usual within a month. 

“There’s one thing,” said an Eastern man, 
** which has not yet been brought out in refer- 
ence to this fight over commissions. That is 
that where we get one passenger traveling east 
from a — beyond Chicago we turn over eight 
to the lines leading west fromthat city. Of 
course, the proportion of first-class travel east 
and westis about equal, but the big difference 
eomes in with the second and third class pas- 
sengers. The immigrants and others who buy 
their tickets in the First Ward are easily con- 
trolled in their choice of a road, and the Eastern 
jines could send them over any route from Chi- 
cago the roads might pick out. Why, lots of the 
boarding houses in the First Ward make half 
their profits from the railroads, for the immi- 
grants don’t know anything about the different 
lines, They simply go where the landlords send 
them. That cheap business is a big thing, and 
the Western roads ought to acknowledge the 
facts of the case.” 

About the probable action of the Chicago and 
Northwestern there wasa good deal of talk yes- 
terday. It is, however, called a Vanderbilt prop- 
erty, and is expected to stick to the trunk lines’ 
policy, 

The Hon. Augustus Schoonmaker, of the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission, spent yesterday 
morning at the New-York HoteL Just before he 
leftfor Washington he told a TIMES reporter 
that he had been having a few days’ vacation, 
and was now getting back to the great pile of 
documents awaiting him at the commission’s 
office. Mr. Schoonmaker declined to say any- 
thing about the legality of paying ticket com- 
missions, which is now such a fine subject for 
dispute among the railroads. He said he was 
unwilling to express an opinion about questions 
now before the commission. 

“ How long will it take the commission to got 
through the business it has on hand now ?’ he 
was asked. 

Mr. Schoonmaker looked a bit depressed at the 
question. “It will be a hercnlean task,” he 
said slowly and reflectively. ‘It will take 
months and months.” And then he hurried 
away to catch the train which was to bear him 
back to his labors,
